not be necessary, ‘at any, rate, not 
until the day after election.” 

At the headquarters of the Thirty- 
third Division Chief Collins conferred 
@uring most of the day with Adj. 
Gen. Carlos F, Black, Major Gen. 
Roy D. Keehn ‘and Colonel John J. 
Garrity, the latter a former Chief of 
Police. When .Chief Collins* finally 
emerged he told reporters that he dis- 
approved of the suggestion of having 
the streets of Chicago patrolled by the 
National Guard on election day. 

“In my estimation,” he said, *‘there 
is no need for any. soldiers tomorrow. 
If we need: soldiers it will be the day 
5 ae I don’t think I'll 
n at all,” 

Then the Chief returned to his of- 
fice in the City Hall, where he talked 
with the Corporation Counsel, fol- 
lowing which this order was flashed 
over the police wires to every precinct 
in the city: 

*Round up all gunmen who might 
make trouble at the polls. and take 
them before Chief Justice Lindsey in 
the Criminal Court Building.” 

Police Squads Comb the City. 

Immediately squads of police started 
out in all sections of Chicago to gather 
in gunmen and other well-known po- 
lice characterg. 

The occupants of one police car were 
Detective Sergeants Healy, Matthew 
Cunningham and Dennis Kehoe, the 
latter driving. At Diversy Parkway 
and Clark Street the police came upon 
Vincent Drucci alias ‘“‘The Schemer,”’ 
a notorious gunman and beer runner. 
With him were. Henry Finkelstein, a 
well-known police character, and a man 
tamed Albert Single of Peoria... Drucci 
was known to the police, in addition 
to his other activities, as a leader of 
the gangs that have made past elec- 
tions in Chicago days of terror. 

The officers searched the men and 
found tucked inside Drucci’s waist- 
band a loaded .45 automatic pistol. 
They piled the three men into the car 
and returned to the Detective Bureau. 
There they learned writs of habeas 
corpus had been sworn out in behalf 
of their prisoners and they started 
with them for Judge Lindsey’s court. 

Drucci immediately became abusive, 
it is alleged, and began to taunt Healy, 
Then 
he began striking Healy with his fists 
and attempted to wrest the detective’s 
gun from his grasp. Heaty finally was 
compelled to use the weapon in his 
own defense, he said. He fired four 
shots at Drucci, three of which took 
effect, and Drucci died before he could 
be taken to a hospital.

Captive Murdered When Troops

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MEXICO CITY, April 4.—Three of 
the bandits who killed the American 
electrical engineer, Edgar M. Wilkins, 
after kidnapping him for ransom, were 
executed this morning at Guadalajara, 
according to. telegrams received in 
Mexico. City. tonight. The prisoners, 
Mariano. Calzada, Isidro Perez and 
Vicente Revolcada, who confessed the 
kidnapping and the:killing, were put to 
death in the military jail at Guadala- 
jara after a summary court-martial. 
The prisoners were identified by the 
ten-year-old ‘son’ of their victim. 
The Mexican authorities are well 
satisfied with the ty shown by 
the police of * train capturing 
the three. assassins. 
expected’ to capture the remaining 
members of the gang within twenty- 
four hours. ; 
The officials point out that within 
forty-eight hours. after the: body of Mr. 
Wilkins was found the three kidnap- 
pers.and murderers were lodged in 
prison. Calzada, the supposed leader 
of the gang, was immediately identi- 
fied ‘by the son of the murdered Amer- 
ican. He said” pursuit by Federai 
troops caused the gang to kill Wilkins. 
An official report to the War De- 
partment says 300 soldiers were sent 
to the spot where Wilkins’s body was 
found to start.in pursuit of the kid- 
nappers, who were believed to be 
members of rebel groups operating 
near Guadalajara. Members of the 
military police finally located the 
three : members of the gang and 
brought them to Guadalajara. 


Other Executions at Guadalajara. 


Further advices from Guadalajara 
say the community is greatly excited 
over the execution of prominent citi- 
zens charged with complicity in the 
rebel movement. A leading lawyer, 
Anacleto.-Gonzalez Flores, with two 
brothers, Ramon and Jorge Vargas 
Gonzalez, and Luis Padilla, all mem- 
bers of the younger set of Guadala- 
jura society, were executed in the 
military jail there by a firing squad 
after a summary court-martial. Flores 
and his youthful companions were 
tried on charges of complicity with 
the rebel group operating. near Los 
Altos. 
About the same time Salvador and 
Ezequiel Huerta, brothers, faced a 
firing squad in the municipal cemetery. 
Salvador Huerta, a well-known church 
singer, and his brother, Ezequiel, a 
master mechanic operating a large 
garage, were charged with making mu- 
nitions for rebel use.

Northerns Capture Yencheng. 

PEKING, April 4 (#).—Advices from 
Hankow say all Americans there are 
taking refuge on board vessels in the 
Yangtse River. following yesterday's 
rioting. ‘ 

Twelve Chinese are reported to have 
been killed when Japanese sailors 
were compelled to fire on the mob yes- 
terday. It also is stated that the mob 
set fire to the Japanese warehouses. 

The Northern forces have captured 
Yencheng, said an official announce- 
ment made at the headquarters of 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin today. Yen- 
cheng is on the Peking-Hankow Rail- 
road south of Chengchow. 

It, was understood that the Marshal 
did not intend to advance further for 
the present, in view of possible danger 
on both his flanks, but would await 
developments near the Southern Shan- 
tung border; where Nationalists were 
advancing northward against General 
Chang Tsun-chang. 

If the report of the capture of Yen- 
cheng prove true it would mean that 
Chang Tso-lin’s forces were within 200 
miles of Hankow and 100 miles of the 
Nationalist advanced guard in South- 
ern Honan. 





New Strike Move in Shanghai. 

LONDON, April 4 (@.—Reuter’s 
Shanghai correspondent says the 
Shanghai labor union, the political bu- 
reau of Kuomintang (Cantonese rev- 
olutionary party) and the Shanghai 
Students’ Federation are actively co- 
operating to provoke an anti-British 
strike. 

The object, he understands, will be

LONDON, April 4.—A statement from 
Washington that the American Gov- 
ernment would present a separate note 
to China is interpreted here as mean- 
ing that efforts to compose a joint 
note by Britain, America and Japan 
have. failed. Neither the American nor 
Japanesé Government apparently ~ is 
willing to adopt in its entirety the 
draft note presented by Sir Miles 
Lampson, Mr.. MacMurray and M. Yo- 
shishawa at Peking. 

It is stated here that if Britain 
frames her repatation demands. as an 
ultimatum—that is, if she affixes a 
time limit+or if she mentions drastic 
penalties in case of refusal, the Jap- 
anese Government. will dissociate it- 
self from such action. The question 
remains whether Britain will take sep- 
arate action. -

Chamberiain Assails Laborites. 


Denials of statements made defend- 
ing the Nanking outrages and blaming 


British officials, even though Opposi- 
tion members claimed that such asser- 
tions were fathered by Hugene Chen 
and Aristide Briand, the Cantonese and 
French Foreign Ministers, respective- 
ly, were features of answers given to 
questions in the House of Commons 
today by Sir Austen Chamberlain. 

The Foreign Secretary’s statements, 
made with point and emphasis and 
acid comment by him on certain criti- 
cisms in a Labor paper published by 
George Lansbury, M. P., led to a brisk 
passage at arms with that member. 
Sir Austen said it was the general 
belief among the Chinese in Nanking 
that only three Chinese. were killed by 
the Anglo-American bombardment of 
that city. Chang Kai-shek himself 
had estimated the killed at that num- 
ber and fifteen wounded. As the shell- 
ing was on open ground very little 
damage was done to Chinese property. 

Sir Austen gave the foreign casual- 
ties in Nanking as three Britishers 
killed, one American killed and one 
wounded, one Frenchman and one Ital- 
jan killed, two or three Japanese re- 
ported wounded.

DISPATCHES TELL OF CLASHES. 


Williams Reports on Fighting at 
Chung-king and Hankow. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Official 
dispatches today from China told of 
the American defense of the steamer 
Chinan at Chung-king, the clash of the 
Japanese and Chinese at Hankow and 
the general exodus of Americans along 
the Yangtse. 

Under date of April 4 at 1:40 P. M. 
(Shanghai Time) Admiral Williams, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Asiatic 
Fleet, reported: 

“Reports indicate conditions on the 
Yangtse River.as follows: 

“At Chung-king on April 2 it became 
necessary for an armed guard from the 
U. 8S. 8. Monocacy (river gunboat) on 
board the American steamer Chinan 
to use riot guns to keep off Chinese 
sampans who were determined upon 
revenge because of unauthorized cargo 
being removed due to the fact that it 
was endangering the ship. Three Chi- 
nese were wounded, one probably

Uneasiness at Canton. 


A second dispatch from Admiral 
Williams, dated April 4, in code, was 
made public, in ——— as follows: 

“Admiral Williams reports that the 
Commander of the South China patrol, 
Captain J. M. Enochs of the gunboat 
Helena, now at Canton, has reported 
that Chinese are planning a celebra- 
tion on Monday over the Nanking and 
Shanghai victories, with the result that 
general uneasiness is prevailing. 

“Both the Japanese and the British 
have issued instructions to those of 
their citizens who live in the outer dis- 
tricts of Canton to concentrate on 
Shameen (foreign concession island). 
Americans and other foreigners are 
also standing by to assemble at the 
same place. 

“Every possible assurance has been 
given by the local Nationalist Com- 
manding General as well as by the 
Acting Ministers for Foreign Affairs 
that all foreign homes as well as places 
of business would be given every pro- 
tection. From an American, who is 
supposed to be high in the confidence 
of certain Nationalist Government of- 
ficials, comes assurance that no trou- 
ble should be feared. 


Evacuation Still Going On. 


“The U. 8S. 8. Pillsbury, which is 
now at Tsingtau, has reported that the 


city is quiet and that there is activity 
due to the arrival from the interior of 
American missionaries. 

“The Japanese fleet will sail for 
Cheefoo on April 4. This fleet was 
last reported at Amoy. The American 
Consul at Tsinan (Tsinan-fu) has re- 
ported that considerable agitation 
against foreigners has appeared at 
that place and that grave conse- 
quences are to be feared if the Shang- 
tung troops are to be defeated at 
Hsuchowfu (Suchow).

“Consul General Lockhart reports 
that machine gun fire was used to dis- 
perse the mob.

“Consul General Lockhart states 
that only a few Americans were ashore 
on the night of April 3. No definite 
information is available as yet as to 
the casualties in the rioting there. 


Recalled From Tibet Border, 


“Chung-king—Consul Adams reported 
March 31 that Americans on the 
Tibetan border had been requested to 
withdraw. 

“An anti-American and anti-British 
demonstration was being held in 
Chung-king on March 31. 

“All local Americans were concen- 
trated on the American gunboat and 
the Standard Oil Company’s motor- 
ship. At risk of losing pilots, they 
were awaiting word from Americans 
in the interior.

the. position of mere member of ‘a mili- 
tary council of control including civil- 
fans and has been stripped of power 
to raise money.: 

Another interesting development is 
the announcement in a manifesto to 
the Chinese people that “‘relations with 
Soviet Russia will be strengthened” 
and there will be no compromise with 
imperialistic countries. 


Text of the Dispatch. 


Here is the dispatch in full: 
HANKOW, April 3.—The plenary 

session of the Kuomintang Central 

Executive Committee, which has just 


concluded its sessions here, has thor- 
oughly clarified the issue of party 
versus personal authority, according 
to an authoritative statement made 
to the Nationalist News Agency to- 
day by a responsible Minister of the 
Nationalist Government. 

The tremendous tensile strength of 
the party fabric, this Minister as- 
serted, has been unequivocally proven 
by the fact that this great issue has 
been cleared up in the midst of revo- 
lutionary activity of the most critical 
sort, while the actual military cam- 
paign is in progress. The Govern- 
ment has stood the test; the military 
campaign is going on with undimin- 
ished strength. The revolutionary 
structure has held fast. Now that 
the crisis is past the Nationalist 
revolutionary movement is in a posi- 
tion to move on unhampered by the 
slightest suggestion of inner con- 
flict. 


Sets Up Military Council. 


This Minister of the Nationalist 
Government said in the course of an 


interview that the majority section 
of the party had recently become 
convinced that the utterances, and 
in some cases the the acts, of what 
might be termed the “Nanchang 
group” had seemed to tend toward 
the introduction into Nationalist po)- 
icy of a personal element in much 
the same way as Peking has been 
‘ dominated by personal elements for 
centuries.

3. The centralization of control of 
foreign policy in the hands of the 
Foreign under a resolution 
which. definitely prohibits the ex- 
pression of views on foreign policy 
by any party member or official

and which centralizes control of for- 
eign affairs and appointments of all 
kinds everywhere in the hands of 
the Foreign Ministry. 

4. A similar centralization of fi- 
nance in the hands of the Finance 
Ministry. This will directly prohibit 
any financial measures being insti- 
tuted by military officials under pain 
of severe disciplinary measures up to 
expulsion from the party. 

5. Abolition of all ‘“chairmanships,” 
whether of the party, of the party’s 
Executive Committee or of its polit- 
ical council. These bodies hereafter 
are headed not by any individual 
chairman but by a presidium of 
three or five, any one of whom may 
sit as Chairman at any session of 
these bodies, 

6. The elimination of a certain per- 
sonnel from the party organs.

Draws Closer to Russia. 


The reactionary Government of 
England is threatening Soviet Rus- 
sia, the friend of revolutionary 


China, by impertinent notes aimed 
at weakening the _ revolutionary 
spirit of China and at isolating the 
Chinese revolution from the op- 
pressed masses of the other coun- 
tries of the world. 

But the sympathies of the toiling 
masses of England and other coun- 
tries as well as the oppressed peo- 
ple is more and more with the Chi- 
nese revolution in spite of the 
schemes of their opportunist leaders 
to break the national revolutionary 
front in China and to create mis- 
conceptions in the West about the 
real nature of the Chinese revolu- 

ion. 

“From the above characteristics of 
the present situation we must draw 
our line of action. The enlarged ses- 
sion of the Kuomintang Central Exec- 
utive Committee declares to all mem- 
bers of the party and to all citizens 
of the country that in order to bring 
the revolution to a successful con- 
clusion we will do the following.” 

The line of action in the paragraphs 
which then follow is summarized as 
follows:

YIELDS TO CHINESE 


West China Union University 
Revises Staff to Comply 
With Nationalist Plans. 








{TRIBUTE HERE TO WILLIAMS 





Presbyterians Hold Memorial 
Slain Educator — Committee

West China Union University, an in- 
terdenominational ‘college at Chengtu 
in West China, conducted by the mis- 
sionary boards of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, the Northern Baptist 
Church, the United Church of Canada 
and two British societies, is reorgan- 
izing its staff to comply with the edu- 
cational program of the Nationalist 
Party, according to word received yes- 
terday- by Dr. James M. Yard at the 
American office of the university, 150 
Fifth Avenue, from Miss Alice Breth- 
orst, Dean of women. 

This is the second foreign university 


in China under American auspices to 
so reorganize its staff and curriculum. 
Canton Christian College of Lingnan 
University at Canton, of which Dr. 
James M. Henry, the former president, 
has become foreign adviser, was the 
first. 

A memorial meeting for Dr. John B. 
Williams, Vice President of Nanking 
University, who was killed while the 
city was being looted by soldiers, was 
held yesterday by the Presbyterian 
Board of Foreign Missions in the as- 
sembly room of the board at 156 Fifth 
Avenue. Dr. Du Bois 8. Morris, Pres- 
byterian missionary on furlough from 
Hwaiyuan, China, who for many years 
was associated with Dr. Williams, and 
Dr. Robert E. Speer, Secretary of the 
Presbyterian board, who spent two 
weeks with Dr. Williams last Fall at 
Nanking, were the speakers. 

Excerpts from Dr. Williams's last 
letters to the board were read in which 
he showed apparently that he believed 
that a crisis not only for Nanking but 
for his own work was impending. 

“I suspect at times,” Dr. Speer said, 
“that both he and Mrs. Williams felt 
that some such shadow was over 
them. He wrote in November: ‘The 
road is very uncertain ahead. The old 
city broods and waits. It is the next 
target. : o> 

Dr. Speer declared that the rresent 
crisis in China did not herald the end 
but rather the new beginning of the 
missionary movement, 

Professor Harry F. Ward of Union 
Theological Seminary, Chairman of 
the American Committee for Justice 
to China, appealed yesterday to 
“Americans who love peace and jus- 
tice’ not to be misled by the appeal 
from the American Chamber of Com- 
merce in Shanghai for unified action 
by the powers in the present crisis. 

Professor Ward declared that the 
Washington conference had pledged 
the powers never again to infringe 
the sovereignty of China, but that for 
months naval vessels and military 
forces had been operating outside 
treaty areas in complete disregard of 
the pledge. 

A special «mergency fund will be 
sought by the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions of the Presbyterian Church to 
aid those who have sustained losses 
of personal belongings in China, ac- 
cording to an announcement made at 
the annual meeting yesterday of the 
New York Presbytery. William P. 
Shell, Social Secretary, stated that a 
number of the missionaries forced to 
leave their regular posts might be sent 
to Korea and Japan, while some might 
return to this country. 

The Presbytery of New York tabled 
yesterday afternoon a resolution for 
endorsement of the stand of President 
Coolidge in dealing with China instead 
of united and forcible action with other 
powers. The session was in Rutgers 
Presbyterian Church, Seventy-third 
Street, near Broadway. 

The Rev. Dr. James Palmer of the 
Biblical Seminary Faculty, who spon- 
sored the resolution, said the Presi- 
dent’s was the ‘‘most Christian’’ posi- 
tion that could be taken. Military 
force might greatly harm the Christian 
work in that country, he said. 

The New York Annual Methodist 
Conference, unlike the Presbyterian 
body, endorsed the policy of President 
Coolidge. It took this action at a meet- 
ing at the Park Avenue Methodist 
Church, in Eighty-sixth Street. 

“The conference records its gratitude 
for the statement of American policy 
* President Coolidge and Secretary 

ellogg as reported in the public 
press indicating the determination of 
the American Government to avert 
conflict of arms between China and 
America,”’ said the resolution. ‘“‘We 
approve the steps taken by our Gov- 
ernment for the protection and rescue 
of our citizens.”’

When 
a Presbyterian minister asks to demit 
the ministry the usual procedure is to 
put him on probation for six months, 
but that was waived in these cases. 


Dr. Day Now in Business. 


Dr. Day, who was City Commissioner 
of Markets for some time after ‘he left 
the Labor Temple, wrote from Chicago 
that he was engaged in business there. 
In his letter he said that his years of 
service at the Labor Temple had un- 
fitted him for ever being pastor of ‘‘a 
conventional church.” 

Dr. Withington, who has been a 
Presbyterian minister forty-one years, 
wrote that he had changed his 
mind in regard to ‘creeds, confessions 
and denominations.” He asked that 
“without prejudice” his request to 
demit the ministry be granted. He 
requested a letter to the Fort George 
Presbyterian Church, where he teaches 
a Sunday school class, to be received 
into that church as a layman. The 
letter was granted. 

The Rev. Dr. Howard Duffield, pas- 
tor emeritus of the First Church, was 
unanimously re-elected Moderator of 
the presbytery. William M. Campbell, 
President of the American Savings 
Bank, who is a deacon in the Brick 
Church, was elected Treasurer of the 
presbytery, succeeding George H. 
Richards, who resigned. The Rev. 
Harold S. Rambo, pastor of Adams 
Memorial Church, was re-elected tem- 
porary clerk. 

The Rev. Harold 8. Rambo, in his 
annual report as Chairman of the 
Committee on Evangelism, suggested 
that Presbytery might profit by study- 
ing the methods of evangelism used at 
Calvary Episcopal Church by the Rev. 
Samuel M. Shoemaker Jr., the rector, 
and also A Uldine — the 15-year- 
old evangelist, who is to conduct a 
revival cam: here. 

The Rev. Henry B. Kirkland, pastor 
of the North Church, opposed endorse- 
ment of either of these types of evan- 
gelism. He said he especially opposed 
endorsing Uldine, contending she had 
been a disciple of Aimee McPherson. 
The Rev. Dr. Henry Sloane Coffin, 
President of Union Theological Semi- 
nary, urged the Presbytery to reaffirm 
its opposition to child labor. The re- 
was thereupon sent back to the 
committee for reconsideration. 
Presbytery referred to its Committee 
on Education a request from Justice 
Thomas C. T. Crain of the Supreme 
Court that. Protestants, Catholics and 
Jews unite in drawing up a “State- 
ment on Religion’ that could be read 
daily in the public schools which would 
not be offensive to the creed of any 
one but would “set forth the recog- 
nition of God in our national life.” 

Presbytery received under its care 
four men who desire to study for the 
Presbyterian ministry, one of whom 
was a former Roman Catholic Priest, 
and another a Jew. .The former Roman 
Catholic is Professor Henri Frederick 
Blanchot of the Tutoring School of 
New York. He is now a member of 
the First Presbyterian Church, The 
Jew was Joseph A. Koffend, now a 
member of the Fifth Avenue Presby- 
terian Church, who had been adopted 
by a Christian family. He wishes to 
go to Africa as a missionary.

I 
who lived with his father, iiformed 
the police that his father had com- 
mitted suicide, but the police’ and the 
medical examiner, Dr. L, L. Shields, 
sald this was impossible. Dr. Shields 
said each of the four bullets found in 
the father’s body would have killed 
him instantly, and that. the course of 
the bullets was such he could. not have 
shot himself. ‘The weapon, ‘a .32 cal- 


ibre Smith & Wesson, was found four 
feet from the body. 

The son was placed under arrest at 
1:30 this morning after questioning at 
Police Headquarters at St. George and 
formally charged with the murder of 
his father. He was held.on a short 
affidavit sworn to by Detective Man- 
ning Decker. 

He had previously been questioned 
at length by Inspector C..Van Wagner 
and py Badly District Attorney John 
Boylan and denied all_participation in 
his father’s death. He stuck to the 
story that he had seen his father place 
the pistol to his chest and pull the 
trigger. 

The son’s wife and mother told the 
police that the. father returned from 
work about 3 o’clock. yesterday after- 
noon.. He apparently haa been drink- 
ing, they said, and he engaged in an 
argument with his daughter-in-law, 
which ended in his beating her and in 
her running from the house. When his 
wife intervened, she said, he put her 


The two women had gone back to the 
house by the time the son returned 
from work after 8 P. M. The son’s 
wife told him what had happened, and 
he and his father exchanged bitter 
words. Then both rose from the din- 
ner table and walked outdoors. In a 
few minutes, the women said, they 
heard four shots. Neighbors also heard 
the shots, but apparently no one but 
the son saw the shots fired. 

The son did not notify the police 
until an hour and a quarter after the 
shooting, according to the authorities. 
He first notified Edmund Grubanski, 
an undertaker, and then walked half a 
mile to Port Richmond, where he told 
Patrolman William Fennelly, inform- 
ing both that it was a case of suicide. 
When Dr. Shields examined the body, 
he notified the police that it was not 
suicide. 


CHINESE SYMPATHIZERS 
CRITICIZE CHINA NEWS 


Lewis Gannett of The Nation Dis- 
likes Reports of Nanking Incident 
—Prof. Ward Denounces British. 


Lewis Gannett, associate editor of 
The Nation, was one of the speakers 
at a Chinese mass meeting held last 
night at the International House, 500 
Riverside Drive, under the auspices of 
the Social Problem Club of Columbia 
University. More than five hundred 
persons, many of them Chinese stu- 
dents, attended the meeting. Besides 
Mr. Gannett, other speakers included 
Professor Harry F. Ward of Union 
Theological Seminary and 8S. K. 
Chang, a Chinese student at Columbia 
University. 

Commenting on the news from China, 
Mr. Gannett‘ said: 

“America hasn’t any news services 
in China to speak of. The Associated 
Press has one man there and depends 
on Reuter’s for the rest of its news. 
The most colossal example of the kind 
of news we are getting came with the 
shelling of Nanking when ‘our cor- 
respondents, particularly Frederick 
Moore of THt New YORK Times, hard- 
ly noticed that American and British 
gunboats laid down a barrage around 
Socony Hill, which Moore admits 
killed hundreds of Chinese. They seem 
to think that it doesn’t matter how 
many Chinese are killed if Americans 
are protected. 

Profesor Ward asserted that the 
English are ‘‘dominating our policies 
in China,” and added: 

“The demand for protection of na- 
tionals in China comes principally 
from the British Chamber of Com- 
merce in Shanghai. The English in 
that city live in a little caste commun- 
ity with their position supported by 
force. They are the real aristocrats, 
the ‘bourbons’ of the world. The last 
barrier against intervention in China 
is the missionaries, and commercial in- 
terests are bringing pressure to bear 
upon them to urge intervention.” 

Mr. Chang urged ‘friendship for the 
Nationalists as they represent the best 
element in China today,” and added 
that ‘“‘we can’t help it if certain Amer- 
icans are killed and robbed, for mobs 
are the same the world over.” 

It was resolved to send a cable of 
sympathy to the Chinese Students 
Union and to advocate treaties between 
the United States and nationalistic 
China.

TOO PROUD TO SEEK AID 





Sought Death Rather Than impose 
on Friends—Was No Relative 
of Sir Archibald Murray. 





The body of the man who committed 
suicide late Saturday by inhaling gas 
in his furnished room at 317 West 
Thirty-third Street, was identified 
definitely yesterday as that of Lieut. 
Col. John Hector Innes Brown, D. 8. 
O. formerly..of the 10th British Impe- 
rial Yoemanry and later second in 
command of the 73d Battalion, Cana- 
dian Expeditionary Force, a battalion 
of the famous Fifth Royal Highlanders. 
He was not, as was at first thought, 
a brother-in-lc of General Sir Archi- 
bald Murray, Chief of the Imperial 
General Staff. 

He was, however, a brother-in-law 
of Colonel Sir Edward Robert Murray 
Bart, D. 8S. O., former commanding 


officer of the Second Regiment of the 
Tenth Imperial Yeomanry, who is now 
living here. His -sister, who is Lady 
Murray, wife of Sir Edward, was Miss 
Elsie Innes Macgeorge Brown, their 
father being W. A. Brown, formerly 
Sheriff of Aberdeen, Banff and Kin- 
cardine, Scotland. 

His service in South Africa was as 
Adjutant in the battalion his brother- 
in-law commanded. The Distinguished 
Service Order was awarded to Colonel 
Brown during that war. 

Three years ago, the records of Sir 
Harry Gloster Armstrong, British 
Consul General, show, Colonel Brown 
came to this cit ty and identified him- 
self. Through the consulate officials 
he obtained a job as a night clerk in 
a Long Island hospital. About five 
months ago he got employment as 
night: watchman in the hardware store 
of Hammacher, Schlemmer & Co., 
145 East Fifty-seventh Street. He 
was merely known as “John Brown” 
although officials of the company re- 
marked on his soldierly appearance 
and military bearing. 


To Have Military Burial. 


Arrangements were completed yes- 
terday by Harry M. Herbert, the Presi- 
dent, and other officers of the British 
Great War Veterans of America to 
have Colonel Brown buried with full 
military honors. The body was re- 


moved last night to the undertaking 
establishment of James F. Winter- 
bottom, 68 West Fifty-first Street, and 
the funeral will be held from there at 
2 o’clock on Thursday afternoon. 
Members of his old Highland regi- 
ment will be pallbearers. A firing 
squad will be furnished from Gover- 
nors Island by Major Gen. McRae, 
Commanding meral, and Mr. Her- 
bert issued a call last night to all 
British veterans in the cty to attend 
the funeral in uniform. The burial 
will be in the plot of the St. George’s 
Society at Cypress Hills Cemetery.

BERLIN, April 4:—Foreign Minister 
Stresemann’s suit against Lawyer Mul- 
ler for slander begun: last: week before 
the Plauen courts is assuming the 
aspect of a mud-slinging contest with 
several politicians getting badly soiled. 
Though the Foreign Minister has ap- 
parently been able to keep clear of the 
splashings, a number of unpleasant 
matters have been brought up which 
have not been explained to the satis- 
faction even of his political friends. 
It is known that Dr. Stresemann 
stated under oath that he was never 
financially interested in. Paul Litwin 
& Co. to the best of his knowledge and 


belief. A letter written to Herr Hergt, 
Minister of Justice, by former Captain 
Knoll calls attention to Dr. Strese- 
mann’s oath and points out that the 
Reich’s register of firms in February, 
1918, contains the name of Paul Litwin 
& Co. with Gustav Stresemann as one 
of the shareholders. This letter was 
referred to President von Hindenburg 
the middle of last month, it was 
learned from a reliable source. 


Evaporator Company Connections. 

Nationalist circles doubt the Foreign 
Minister’s memory is failing to the 
point that he cannot recall his asso- 
ciation with this company, which is 
headed by the same Litwin of the 


Evaporator Company in which Dr. 
Stresemann held shares to the amount 
of 38,000 marks, and which is said by 
the accused Muller to have been guilty 
of illegal shipments of materials easily 
convertible for war uses into Poland 
when the Upper Silesia question was 
most acute. Muller again offered to 
prove that the Evaporator Company 
shipped two carloads of ‘‘scrap iron,’’ 
which in reality was serviceable un- 
loaded grenades, through Plauen to 
the Czechoslovakian border, where it 
was seized by Government officials. 

Another point which is considered 
damaging to Dr. Stresemann’s case is 
the fact that he and Mrs. Stresemann 
were frequent visitors at Litwin’s 
castle during the days of the com- 
pany’s prosperity. The net earnings 
of the evaporator concern in 1920 are 
said to have totaled 10,000,000 marks, 
and this fact, it is argued, could not 
have escaped the notice of the Foreign 
Minister. 

Today’s cross-examination of wit- 
nesses brought out that the National- 
ists had bought a number of docu- 
ments which are said to contain dam- 
aging evidence against both Dr. 
Stresemann and Dr. Marx. Five thou- 
sand marks were paid from the Treas- 
ury of the Nationalist Party to the 
witness Kranz, he swore, for delivery 
of these papers into the hands of Dr. 
Weiss, leader of the Nationalists. 

Dr. Weiss tonight admitted this 
charge, stating that he was informed 
nearly three years ago that the 
Deutsche Werke was under Govcrn- 
ment control and that the Evaporator 
Company was allowed to carry on il- 
legal commercial transactions, and he 
considered it his duty to investigate 
these charges. He said that 5,000 
marks was paid both for obtaining the 
documents and for their editing, since 
the job meant wading through severai 
hundred pounds of reports, letters and 
other papers. 

Weiss declared that nothing was 
found in the entire lot concerning 
either Dr. Stresemann or the Evapo- 
rator Company. How Kranz obtained 
the material which he sold to Weiss 
he has been requested to tell. There 
is tenseness in political circles and the 
feeling that the witness may bring up 
incidents unpleasant to several politi- 
cal parties. 


Weiss Is Contradicted. 


The Vossische Zeitung says Weiss’s 
statement is incorrect, since one entire 
portfolio of thirty pages submitted to 
him which concerned Dr. Stresemann’s 
connection with the Evaporator Com- 
pany was summarized on the cover 
as follows: 

“Contains material concerning trans- 
actions of the Evaporator Company 
with the Reichstreuhand Company. 
Here is especially damaging material 
against Stresemann, who is in close 
connection with General Director Lit- 
win, in whose house Stresemann culti- 
vated the association of General Nollet, 
whose sister is Frau Litwin. Strese- 
mann was Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Evaporator and ac- 
tively took up the affairs of Litwin’s 
profiteering iness before the Fed- 
eral Commerce Board.”’ 

The Nationalists before they were 
members of the coalition Government 
are said virtually to have forced Dr. 
Stresemann to take action as a result 
of Muller’s statements. Now that they 
are members of the same Government, 
they are no longer eager to see his 
fall, which would give the Socialists 
a stronger leverage. 


LEAGUE BODY NEARS QUOTA.

The final stretch in the membership 
campaign of the League of Nations 
Non-Partisan Association was reached 
yesterday and reports of city-wide ad- 
ditions ‘were received at headquarters;

During the day Queens County 
passed its quota, and in Manhattan 
the Thirteenth and Fourteenth Con- 
gressional Districts did likewise. The 
quota for New York is 2,500 membeis, 
of which 1,500 are allotted to Manhat- 
tan. During the day 250 members were 
added. More than three-quarters of 
the total of the quota has been 
achieved. The Bronx will make a spe- 
cial drive today with a bridge rally.

MOSCOW,: April. \4.—Nicolas K. 
Roerich, noted painter and explorer, 
has just left Urga, capital of ‘the In- 
dependent Mongolian Republic, at the 
head of an expedition sponsored by the 
Leningrad Academy of Science on a 
two-year trip to Tibet which he will 
probably enter from Chinese territory. 

Behind this announcement lies a ro- 
mantic story. Several months ago 
Professor Roerich, who despite his 
long stay in America; \retained his 
Russian citizenship, was traveling in 
a little-known region ‘north of the 
Himalayas. With a small party he 
left his companions in Chinese Turke- 
stan and crossed the pass into Russian 
Turkestan.

RED STRIKE PLOT FAILS, 
SAYS LONDON PAPER 


Moscow Commanists Planned for 
Mine Walkout in Europe, 
Daily Mail Reports.

LONDON, Tuesday, April 5.—A great 
plot engineered in Moscow to bring 
about industrial upheavals in Great 
Britain, France and Germany yester- 
day ended in a complete fiasco, ac- 
cording to The Daily Mail. The paper 
says that the Communist International 
and the Red International of labor 
unions planned another coal strike to 
begin in Britain yesterday morning, 
and it was contemplated that et least 
1,100,000 miners would refuse to. re- 
sume work after the week-end and not 
descend into the pits again until Mos- 
cow gave permission. 

As a matter of fact, every miner in 
the country went to work as usual. 
Moscow’s slogan for the proposed 
strike was ‘‘secrecy and still more se- 
crecy.’”’ The coup was to be executed 


by whispered word alone and the first 
whispers of command were not uttered 
until Friday afternoon, when news 
came that the strike of bituminous 
miners in the United States had begun. 

The message, carried to all pits 
throughout England, Wales and Scot- 
land by agents of the Communists’ 
national minority movement, was: 
“America is out to a man. No work 
Monday morning. International soli- 
darity.”’ 

Simultaneous with the projected up- 
heaval in Britain, The Daily Mail adds, 
Moscow arranged for industrial explo- 
sions for yesterday morning in the 
coal fields of France and the Ruhr. 
Although the Communists hardly ex- 
pected the French and German miners 
to respond, they had hopes of the Brit- 
ish taking action, but reports received 
at Communist headquarters in London 
soon convinced them of their error in 
judgment.

15 decisive reasons why it could not 
participate in the new naval con- 
ference proposed by the American 
Government. It could neither aban- 
don nor weaken the authority of the 
League of Nations, which was al- 
ready considering the question of 
disarmament, in which it was im- 
possible to separate naval from land 
and air disarmament and to in any 
way harm the principle of equality 
of the powers—a principle to which 
France is profoundly attached. 

France also made it known that 
she could not consent to having ex- 
cluded from the discussions other 
States without whose collaboration 
no real results could be expected. 
Nor could she abandon the technical 
principles on which the French dele- 
gates are convinced it is alone possi- 
ble to base productive general dis- 
armament discussions. 

Despite the assurances which the 
American Government gives in re- 
gard to its purpose and aims in call- 
ing the new conference and the idea 
which will guide it, the French Gov- 
ernment finda it: impossible to modify 
the views which it has already ex- 
pressed. It continues to feel that 
positive participation in the con- 
ference projected between the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan 
cannot be envisaged. 

Since the receipt of the American 
memorandum a new element has in- 
tervened. The Preparatory Commis- 
sion for the Disarmament Conference 
has met in Geneva. 

At the very beginning the French 
delegate stated the French thesis 
and deposited a project for a con- 
vention based upon the principle of 
global disarmament. The great ma- 
jority of members of the commis- 
sion indicated an attitude favorable 
to this theory and the debates which 
succeeded lead to the conclusion 
that in the final disarmament pro- 
posals the French thesis will largely 
be taken into account. 

Hence the French Government nat- 
urally feels great reserve when it 
considers a request from the Ameri- 
can Government to participate in- 
disarmament discussions the promo- 
ter of which is inspired by totally 
different principl- . 

For us it is a question of honesty 
to the League of Nations to do noth- 
ing which might give rise to doubt 
among the delegates who are sup- 
porting the French thesis that 
France is not sincere in her efforts. 
The French Government is very sen- 
sible. to the importance which the 
American Government attached to 
being directly informed of the forth- 
coming conversations between the

The French Government would very 
much like to be able to decide defi-

The original objections of the French 
Government to participate were set 
forth in a diplomatic communication 
in response to the American note of 
Feb. 1, addressed to Great Dritain, 
France, Italy and Japan. 

This note proposed t'* the confer- 
ence should be held at Geneva concur- 
rently with the sessions of the Pre- 
paratory Commission for a Disarma- 
ment Conference organized by the 
League of Nations, but not confined 
to league members. The United States 
is represented in the commission. 

Great Britain and Japan accepted 
the American invitation. France and 
Italy declined in terms so positive that 
it seemed useless to attempt to per- 
wade them to reconsider. Subse- 
quently the United States renewed con- 
versations with Great Britain and 
Japan and as a result these Govern- 
ments entered into an arrangement to 
hold a three-power conference for the 
limifation of naval armaments some 
time in June. 

While neither France nor Italy was 
included in the formal invitatfon re- 
newed to Great Britain and Japan, it 
was suggested to both that they might 
participate in some way and the cor- 
dial hope expressed that they would do 
so. 

There has been no expectation here 
that France and Italy would join in 
the naval conference, although the 
suggestion that they should send “un- 
official observers’ to watch the ex- 
change between the United States, 
Great Britain and Japan carried with 
it the bare chance that France and 
Italy might see in this an opportunity 
to refrain from holding entirely aloof 
from such an important international 
gathering. 

The declination of France announced 
in Paris appears to dispose of that 
chance as far as the French Govern- 
ment is concerned and it is taken for 
granted that Italy will follow France's 
lead, as she did when the original pro- 
posal for a five-power conference on 
the limitation of naval armaments was 
advanced by the Washington Govern- 
ment.

GENEVA, April 4.—Agreement in 
principle by the members of the Pre- 
paratory Disarmament Commission on 
two air questions makes this a red let- 
ter day in the disarmament discussion. 

The most important subject of under- 
standing was the de Brouckére report 
on “‘civilizing’’ civil aviation. After 
practically all the delegates had asked 
for at least one minor change, which 
happily left the principle of the pro- 
posal untouched, general agreement 
was recorded in the commission. 

The de Brouckére proposal is very 
important for the reason that it has 
apparently overcome American objec- 
tions to limitation of civil aviation. At 
the beginning of this afternoon’s. dis- 
cussion Hugh Gibson recalled to the 
commission the attitude of Washington 
and read the foliowing declaration 
made to the Military Committee last 
Summer: 

“The delegation of the United States 
of America wishes it clearly under- 
stood that it cannot accept any con- 
sideration of or the taking into ac- 
count of either the personnel or ma- 
terial of civil aviation in any method 
proposed for reduction or limitation of 
armaments.” 

Provisions of New Proposal. 

The de Brouckére proposal, which 
presents such a reasonable compro- 
mise on the. hitherto rigidly main- 
tained French thesis that its accept- 
ance by France is somewhat surpris- 
ing, provides: 

1. Separate direction for nationally 
subsidized civil air enterprises from 
military aviation. 

2. That the signatories refrain from 
prescribing the embodiment of mili- 
tary features in build or civil avia- 
tion material, so that material may be 
constructed for purely civil purposes.

GENERAL WALKOUT ILLEGAL 





Fine or Imprisonment Provided as 
Penalty—Unions Barred From 
Forcing Political Levies.

LONDON, April 4.—The text of the 
Government's. long-awaited bill to 
amend the law relating to trade unions 
and labor ‘strikes, put on first reading 
in the House of Commons tonight, in- 
dicates that the measure is more 


stringent than either the Conserva- 
tives or Labor members expected. 

The Labor Party made clear imme- 
diately that they will fight the. bill line 
by line. They asserted the bill was a 
mistake, that it went far beyond the 
necessities of the _ situation, "alr 
bring about a great campaign in the 
country and would mean the gain of a 
hundred seats to them in the next 
election. 

Even some of the Conservative mem- 
bers question the wisdom of several 
provisions of the bill, particularly that 
changing the. basis of the litical 
levy on trade union funds, and it will 
certainly have a stormy passage. 

The first clause of the bill declares 
any strike illegal if it has any object 
in addition to the furtherance of a 
trade dispute within the trade con- 
cerned or is calculated to coerce the 
Government or intimidate the com- 
munity or any substantial portion of 
it. The penalty is a fine not‘ exceeding 
£100 or on indictment imprisonment 
not exceeding two years. 

Participants in such a astrike~ will 
also be liable to civil es. No one 
refusing to participate in such a strike 
shall be expelled from a union or fined 
and if expelled the courts can order 
him compensated from union funds. 

Another clause strengthens the law 
for prevention .of- intimidation.- Strik- 
ers will be forbidden to attend near 
any one’s house or place of work, if 
attended in number or manner calcu- 
lated to intimfdate a person therein. 
Picketing the home of a worker will 
be a criminal offense. 

Intimidation is defined as causing 
in the mind of the worker a reason- 
able apprehension of injury to him or 
any member of his family or damage 
to property, injury, including boycott 
or exposure to hatred, ridicule or con- 
tempt. 

The clause dealing with the much- 
discussed political levy declares nv 
member shall be required to contribute 
to the political fund of the union un- 
less he delivers a written notice of 
willingness to contribute and if he has 
delivered such a note he may with- 
draw it the following year. 

Civil servants are prohibited under 
the bill to belong to trade unions un- 
less such unions are confined to civil 
servants only and are independent of 
eny outside union. 

It will be unlawful for local authori- 
ties to make it a condition of employ- 
ment that a person must be a mem- 
ber of a union. The Attorney General 
will have the power to apply an in- 
junction to restrain any application of 
funds of trade union in contravention 
to the provisions of the bill. 


RUSSIAN DEVELOPS 
CANCER TREATMENT 


Moscow Professor Works on 
Theory of Red Blood Cells 
Containing Most of Toxin.

MOSCOW, April 4—Remarkable re- 
sults in the treatment of cancer are 
declared to have been attained by Dr. 


Spasokukotski, Professor of Surgery 
at Moscow University, with a new pro- 
cedure based upon the researches of 
Professor Lintvaref of Saratof. 

Professor Spasokukotski is not yet 
ready to publish the details in Russia 
because he considers it too early to 
claim a definite cure and does not wish 
to be swamped with requests by pa- 
tients whom he would be unable to 
treat at present. But he agreed to- 
explain the treatment to an American 
physician, Dr. Horsley Gantt, of Johns 
Hopkins University, who has been 
working in Leningrad for some years 
with Professor Paviof on Dr. Gantt’s 
forthcoming book on Russia’s medical 
progress since the revolution, and has 
permitted immediate publication in 
THE New RK TIMES. 

Professor Lintvaref developed the 
theory that red blood cells contain a 
larger percentage of cancer toxins 
than blood serum. 

“Proceeding on this basis,’’ said Pro- 
fessor Spasokukotski, ‘‘I treated three 
inoperable cases of cancer by reinjec- 
tions in their own red blood cells. 
About 40 ¢.c¢.—three or four table- 
spoonfuls—of blood were drawn from 
the patient and the red cells were sep- 
arated from the serum by whirling 
them in a centrifugal machine on the 
same principle as a cream separator 
and then reinjected subcutaneously. 

“There was no reaction—temperature, 
chill or convulsion — although such 
symptoms appear .if the serum is in- 
jected. 

“The first, case was an inoperable 
cancer of the breast. A year ago I 
gave her ten injections of her own red 
blood cells. The woman is not only 
alive—whereas if not treated she cer- 
tainly would have died—but she has 
freer use of her arm and the cancer 
has decreased in size. 

“The second case was cancer of the 
esophagus, which is usually rapid 
and fatal. After three injections the 
course of the disease was apparently 
arrested, as the patient’s condition did 
not grow worse. 

“The third case was cancer of the 
breast. It was almost cured by the 
injections, but when we tried to hasten 
treatment by using blood cells other 
than the patient’s in the final, or 
cachectic, stage of the cancer she be- 
came worse.”’ 

Professor Spavsokukotski insisted 
that the above experience was, quite 
insufficient to justify a claim for a 
cure, but he considered it as encourag- 
ing the hope that he was on the right 
track. 

A Moscow Professor of Pathology. 
Dr. A. A. Bogomoletz, is tackling. the 
cancer problem with some success 
from a different angle. It is his theory 
that the growth of a cancer is. de- 
pendent upon the health of the reti- 
culo-endotholial system. 

Dr. Dogomoletz took the spleen, bone 
marrow ard omentum—tissues particu- 
larly: rich in reticulo-endothelial cells— 
of mice and macerated them and 
made them into an emulsion which he 
injected into rabbits, giving four or 
five injections at five intervals. 

Then Dr. Bogomoletz took 500 mice, 
which ‘he divided into three groups, 
each of which was simultaneously in- 
jected with cancer cells from other 
mice. Group 1 received no treatment 
and 50 per cent. developed cancer. 
Group 2 was injected with small, there- 
fore depressing doses of serum and 70 
per cent. developed. cancer. This is 
held to support the professor’s initial 
theory and in his opinion opens a new

The report of friction arose from in- 
formation received from Mexico City 
that under a change of policy oil 
royalty ‘revenues were not to be de- 
voted specifically to foreign obliga- 
tions, but were to go to the Govern- 
ment. A’ change in the system of 
allocation of funds, however, eyen if 
one is decided on, will have little bear- 
ing on the debt situation, according to 
bankers here. The Government's roy- 
alties on oil are understood to have 
declined because of a reduction in pro- 
duction, but there are still ample rev- 
enues available to meet debt payments. 
It is understood that the Mexican Gov- 
ernment now desires to have some of 
the oil taxes paid in New York rather 
than in Mexico because of present ex- 
change conditions, which are favorable 
for such methods 
. The Mexican Government continues 
to send revenues to the Bankers’ Com- 
mittee under the modified agreement 
effected in the Autumn of 1925, which 
calls for payments increasing on a 
sliding scale each year. The bankers 
made‘ semiahnual disbursements to 
bondholders out of these funds in July, 
1926, and January, 1927.

The departures of aliens totaled 16,-

Operators of strip mines in Indiana 
have agreed to meet in a joint wage 
scale conference with union represen- 
tatives Thursday at Terre Haute. Tlli- 
nois operators will meet with district 
officers of the United Mine Workers 
of America at St. Louis on Friday. 
In Iowa Governor John Hammill an- 
nounced that he was asking both the 
miners and operators to meet with the 


fowa Industrial and Agricultural Com- 
mission. 


Miners Balk at Ohio Parley Terms, 


It appeared today that a conference 
petween the Ohio operators and miners 


might not be held. Lee Hall, Pregident 
of the Ohio District organigation of 
miners asserted that the invitation ex- 
tended by the operators was so worded 
as to commit the miners to a discus- 
sion only of a reduction in wages. The 
miners, he sald, would refuse to meet 
with operators on that basis.

bows and arrows. 

Reports from the State of Guana- 
juato say the Federal troops are new 
under command of General Amarrillag, 
who is organizing a formal campaign 
against the rebels led by Gallegos. 
His report adds that the rebels are 
avoiding contact with the troops, The 
rebels who attacked the railway sta- 
tion at San Miguel on the National 
Line to Laréd6, .Mexico, fled to the 
hills,. where they. were. located by the 
troops, who killed five of them.

MEXICO CITY, April 4 (4.—The

DEW CAN PUT ON CITY LIGHTS: 


Invention Is.a Relay Which Sponsor 
Says Will Act as Alarm, Warn of 
Storms and Count Passers-By. 





A new invention makes possible the 
starting of a battleship with one-for- 
tieth of the amount of energy exerted 
by a fly walking vertically upward for 
oné inch in’ one second, according to 
officials of. the Westinghouse Electric 
and Manufacturing Company, who 
demonstrated a new current controlling 
device at the Hotel Pennsylvania yes- 
terday afternoon. The invention, 
which is sensitive enough to be oper- 
ated by the approach of the human 
hand, was created by D. D. Knowles, 
research engineer of the Westinghouse 


Company. 

In the demonstration a watch was 
laid upon a plush cover on a small 
table. As the hand approached, the 
instrument recorded it by a light, and 
with another attachment, the ringing 
of a bell. Similar tests were made by 
touching a picture and with attempts 
to. pick up silverware from a plate. 
It was also shown that a drop of 
water was sufficient conductor to start 
the instrument, as was the flame from 
a burning match. By the connection 
of a small photoelectric tube to the 
circuit the device was made sensitive 
to light, and operated when the win- 
dow shade was lowered and raised or 
when a piece of paper created a 
shadow before it. 


Uses for Invention. 


The arrangement, according to Mr. 
Knowles, can be used to protect valu- 
able exhibits in stores, museums and 
picture galleries; turn lights on at 
night and off at daybreak, give ad- 
vance warning of thunderstorms, count 


persons and automobiles as they pass 
a given place, provide a fire alarm 
and send out alarms of intruders. 

The sensitive arrangement is a tube 
which superficially resembles a radio 
tube in size and appearance, but which 
lights up pinkly when in operation. 
It is a relay—that is to say, a device 
which operates on a small current and 
controls a much larger one. According 
to Mr. Knowles, the ordinary relay 
used in electrical engineering has an 
amplifying power of about 10,000, or 
controls a current 10,000 times greater 
than the current controlling it, while 
the new tube has an amplifying power 
of around one hundred million. 

“The energy required to operate it 
is about one-billionth of a watt, or 
about one-fortieth of the energy ex- 
erted by a fly walking upward one inch 
in one second,’”” Mr. Knowles said yes- 
terday. ‘This infinitesimally small 
amount of energy is sufficient to start 
a current of as high as 25 milliamperes 
flowing through the tube. This latter 
current is sufficient to close or open 
a switch handling upward of twenty- 
five amperes, and this in turn is am- 
ple for controlling almost any oper- 
ation. Thus it is quite possible by the 
use of this relay for a passing shadow 
or a dewdrop to turn on the lights of 
a city, start or stop a railroad train 
or manoeuvre a battleship.” 


Grid Is Key to Device. 


The construction of the tube, the in- 
ventor said, included, like a radio tube, 
an anode, a cathode and a grid. How- 
ever, there is no filament, and the con- 
nections of anode and cathode are the 
reverse of the radio tube. The grid is 
merely a piece of heavy wire, while 
the tube itself is filled with neon, 
argon or some other gas. 

In operation, he said, it is connected 
directly with an ordinary 110-volt al- 
ternating-current house circuit, and 
through a transformer a voltage of 
about 440 is impressed on the anode 
and cathode. When the grid is insu- 
lated no current will flow between the 
anode and cathode because a charge 
accumulates on the grid and blocks it. 
But if the grid charge be removed the 
current flows once more and operates 
whatever device may be connected 
with the circuit. This grid charge is 
removed by connecting the grid to 
ground through even a very high re- 
sistance. gai 

In the watch erence’ a piece of 
tinfoil is under the plush cover on 
which the watch rests and this tinfoil 
is connected to the grid of the relay. 
When the hand approaches the tinfoil 
the small amount of energy concen- 
trated on the grid jumps from tinfoil 
to hand. to ground and the anode- 
cathode current flows and operates the 
lamp and bell.

ON ASSAULT CHARGE 


Court Issues Summons on Story 
of Cruelty to Child Who — 
Says She Was Burned. 








BANTON DECLINES TO ACT 





Says Girl Is Romancing Some— 
Society Presses Case-—Woman 
to Fight to Keep Roberta. 





A summons to angwer a charge of 
assault was “issued by . Magistrate 
Flood in the West Side Court yester- 
day for Mrs. Carolina 8. Pratt of Des 
Moines, Iowa, alleged to have branded 
her six-year-old daughter, Roberta 
Jane Pratt, with a curling iron several 
days ago in a room at the Hotel 
Plaza. 

The summons ig returnable at 2 
o’clock this afternoon. It was issued 
to the Children’s Society after District 
Attorney Banton had announced he 
would not prefer criminal charges 
against Mrs, Pratt for alleged mis- 
treatment of the little girl, as there 
was not sufficient evidence at present 
on which to prosecute. . 

On learning of the District Attor- 
ney’s attitude and the summons, Mrs. 
Pratt announced in the office of her 
attorney, John J. O’Hara of 75 Maiden 
Lane, that she not only did not beat 
her adopted daughter but she and her 
wealthy husband, Everett S. Pratt, 
would take the necessary legal steps 
to re‘ain custody of Roberta. She de- 
clared she would contest the right of 
any organization or individual to 
wrest the little girl from her and her 
husband. 


sands of dollars we spent on Roberta 
nursing her back to health,”’ exclaimed 
Mrs. Pratt. ‘Does that look as though 
we were cruel? 

“Mr. Pratt and myself were making 
preparations to take the litle girl to 
Carlsbad, Germany, to take the baths. 
She is a sickly child and we have 
given, and want to give, her the best 
of care, 

“Neither Mr. Pratt nor I have beaten 
or burned her with a curling iron as 
has been charged. ‘Those charges are 
wholly unfounded and we will prove 
what we contend in court. 

“We think enough of Roberta to 
want to keep her. We intend to wage 
the necessary fight to do so, and we 
certainly do not propose to have any 
organization or society take her from 
us and turn her over to any one else.”’ 

Mr. O’Hara said he would produce 
Mrs. Pratt in court within one hour 
after being notified by Vincent ™isarra, 
Superintendent of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, that 
her appearance was required. He said 
there would not be any attempt to 
evade summons. 

Mrs. Pratt was visibly affected by 
the proceedings in which she is in- 
volved. Her husband, who is described 
as the Vice President of the Pratt 
Paper Company, seemed also to be dis- 
tressed. 

The document calling for Mrs. Pratt 
to appear before Magistrate Flood was

Detectives tried to inter- 
view Mrs. Pratt, and were told she had 
gone out and would not be back until 
noon today, 

The action in the Magistrate’s Court 
by the Children’s Society officials was 
preceded by a visit to Mr. Banton’s 
office for the purpose of having him 
talk to Roberta. She was brought to 
the Criminal Courts Building in a 
closed automobile from the Children’s 
Court; 137 East Twenty-second Street, 
by Mr. Pisarra, in whose custody she 
was placed by Justice William Young 
after he adjourned the hearing of the 
charge that Roberta was a neglected 
child until April 12. With Roberta and 
Mrs. Pisarra were Ernest K. Coulter, 
general manager of the society, and 

Ars. George Cole of the Catholic Big 
Sisters, who had charge of the child. 

The reporters were excluded while 
Roberta told her story to the District 
Attorney. At its conctusion he made 
the statement that the story of the 
6-year-old child required corroboation 
and that until this was obtained by 
the officials of the Childen’s Society 
he could take no action. 

It had been the intention of the Chil- 
den’s Society officials to have the Dis- 
trict Attorney prefer a charge of as- 





sauit against Hoberta’s foster-movher. 
Mr. Banton said it seemed that itoberta 
was “romancing in part of her story.” 





He said it would. have been impossible 
for her to have been treated as badly 
as she described certain incidents of 
cruelty. Mr. Banton said he would 


prosecute if such action were war- 
ranted by the evidence the Children’s 
Society presented. 

The District Attorney also said he 
believed that Roberta was ‘‘a very pre- 
cocious child.”” After examining the 
abrasions on the child’s body Mr. Ban- 
ton expressed the opinion that they 
had resulted from ‘hard playing.”

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Repeal of 
the Federal estate tax is likely to be 
one of the outstanding features of any 
tax revision bill that may be spon- 
sored by the Administration at the 
December session of Congress. Ogden 
L. Mills, Acting Secretary of the 
Treasury indicated today that he fav- 
ored abandonment of this field of tax- 
ation to the States, 

While Mr. Mills did not commit him- 
self to the repeal of the estate tax 
he expressed the opinion that this par- 
ticular levy was not important enough 


to the Federal Government from a 
revenue standpoint. 


would be Republican opposition in 
Congress to the repeal of the estate 
tax. 


Representative Green of Iowa, 
Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, which has jurisdiction 
over such legislation, is said to hold 
that estates are properly taxable by 
the Federal Government, that uni- 
formity of estate taxes can be brought 
about in no other way, and that, if 
left to the States, as formerly, con- 
fusion would result and both the 
State and Federal Governments would 
be deprived of substantial revenues. 

The estate tax in the Revenue act 
of 1926 runs from a minimum of 1 
per cent. to a maximum of 20 per 
cent., the highest named rate apply- 
ing to estates in excess of $10,000,000. 

When the Federal Government taxes 
an estate, it credits the tax payer 
with the amount he pays to his State, 
up to 80 per cent. of the Federal tax. 
Las year the. Treasury received 
more than $100,000,000 from the estate 
tax, but the yield from that source 
this year is not expected to go be- 
yond $72,000,000. 

Treasury estimates indicate receipts 
from estate taxes next year will drop 
$40,000,000. Increase in the credit and 
a reduction in the rate, which form- 
erly reached a maximum of 40 per 
cent., are responsible for the decline. 

Some officials hold that, as the es- 
tate tax at present rates is not likely 
to be a major factor in Treasury op- 
erations after this year, it should be 
abandoned and turned over to the 


States. 

Treasury officials repeated today 
their belief that the surplus for — 
year would go as high as $50,000 
Acting Secretary Mills said he Pelt

course into New. Mexico.

Helped by 
the bouncing motion which the waves 
gave his plaa,, De Pinedo was able 
to break away from the water on his 
westward journey at 8:50 A. M., Cen- 
tral Time.

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SEES CHURCH DIVIDED — 
BY NEW “REFORMATION” 


Professor Allison of Yale Decsies

NEW HAVEN, April 4.—In discussing 
the theme, “The Future of the Church,” 
Professor John M. Allison of Yale said 
tonight before the Berkeley Associa- 
tion in Lampson Hall that there has 
been such a division of the church as 
to amount to a second Reformation or 
rebellion. 

“The church has become more di- 
vided,” said Professor Allison. ‘In 
our own communion there are high 
churchmen, low churchmen and broad 
churchmen. In other fields we hear 
not only of Calvinists and Lutherans, 
but many other sects, some of which 
call themselves Christian, but they 
rarely mention the name of Christ. 
One result of this second reformation 
has been to lead many who are honest 
and sincere to disregard religious prac- 
c 


es. 

“In their. criticisms we may find 
much that is beneficial. They accuse 
us. of an unwise type of compromise, a 
compromise that is not real tolerance 
but the weakest sort of broadminded- 
ness; the sacrificing of our convictions 
to join with another, They accuse us 
of a feeble effort to conform to the 
times instead of maintaining our own 
conviction. We have tried, some of us, 
to found our belief in God on sci- 
ence instead of realizing that these 
two important things are not neces- 
sarily closely and intimately knit to- 
gether. There is an inner and an outer 
life. 

“Many people today do not want tr’ 
dim inoperative God that we have cre- 
ated. They do not seem to want a 
highly intellectual faith, but a faith 
that is part of the world and yet apart 
from it. 

“They want a more intimate contact 
with God, and that the church still 

esses through her apostolic min- 

ty. Only if the church is true to its 

earlier heritage can it today truly 
serve men,”

Commissioner to Leave Most of 
Promotions in Department 
to His Successor. 





Commissioner. of Accounts Joseph A. 
Warren, recently named by Mayor 
Walker to succeed Police Commissioner 
McLaughlin, visited Mr. McLaughlin 
at Police Headquarters - esterday and 
talked with him for half an hour re- 


garding the administration of the de- 
partment. 

When Mr. Warren left after the con- 
ference he declined to be photographed 
or interviewed. 

“Mr. Warren has nothing to say,’’ 
Mr. McLaughlin said. ‘He requests 
also that no photographs be taken of 
him this morning. He will return to 
Police Headquarters next Tuesday 
afternoon at 2:15. He might have 
something to say then.’ 

Mr. McLaughlin said he had dis- 
cussed the police situation fully with 
Mr. Warren. He also announced he 
would promote four police chauffeurs, 
who have been driving for Deputy 
Commissioners, to second-grade detec- 
tives. This will give each an increase 
in salary from $2,500 to $2,700 a year. 
The Commissioner said he might make 
one or two promotions to first-grade 
detective before he retired, but that all 
other promotions, including two to the 
grade of captain and four to the grade 
of lieutenant, would be made by Mr. 
Warren. 

Mr. Warren will assume the duties 
of Police Commissioner next Tuesday. 

Mr. Warren resigned yesterday as a 
member of the Democratic County 
Committee, the Chicopee Democratic 
Club of the Twenty-first Assembly 
District and the National Democratic 
Club, in accordance with a provision 
of the city charter prohibiting a mem- 
ber of the Police Department from 
being a member of a political organi- 
zation.

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TUTTLE WILL VIEW 
ALL LAWS ALIKE 


To Hold Bootlegger in Same 
Light as Drug Peddler, Says 
.New Federal Attorney. 








NO CHANGES IN STAFF YET 





He Praises Present Division Heads 
—Plans No Raids to Usher Him 
Into Office Tomorrow. 





Charles H. Tuttle, the new United 
tates Attorney for this district,- will 
take up his new work tomorrow morn- 
ing. Last night he told of the methods 
he intended to follow, mentioned the 
names of some of the present as- 
sistants he would invite to remain, and 
talked about the things he hopes to 
accomplish. Asked if he knew what 
was the present condition of affairs 
in regard to dry law enforcement in 
the eleven counties of the district, he 
replied : 

“I haven't the slightest idea. I ex- 
pect to interest myself in just the 
same measure with all the work of 
the office. There will be no propa- 
ganda of any kind on my part, nor 
will I permit it on the part of any 
of my subordinates. A big bootlegger 
arrested by agents of the prohibition 
department will look just the same 
to me as a peddler of habit-forming 
drugs arrested by members of the 
narcotic squad, or a prisoner arrested 
by postal agents chaged with using the 
mails to defraud.” 

Asked if he contemplated making 
Many changes in the organization of 
the office built up by his predecessor, 
Emory R. Buckner, he replied: 

“There will be no immediate changes. 
The office is now. divided into the 
civil, criminal and prohibition en- 
forcement departments. It is neces- 
gary to have such a division and I will 
maintain those already existing, along 
with the heads of them. Indeed, I do 
not expect to upset the present order 
unless there appears later to be need 
of it.” 

Mr. Tuttle spoke highly of Robert E. 
Manley, who has been chief assistant 
to Mr. Buckner, and said that he had 
asked him to remain in the same ca- 
pacity. He also had a high word of 


praise for Thomas J. Crawford and 
George S. Leisure, in charge, respec- 
tively, of the civil and criminal divi- 
sions of the office, and expressed the 
hope that he would be able to retain 
them for the present at least. He 
spoke just as aaa of the men em- 
ployed in the prohibition division un- 
der John M. Harlan. 

Mr. Tuttle was quite sure that the 
civil division of the office was as im- 
portant, if not more important, than 
the criminal division. He has learned 
that there will be plenty of work 


awaiting him, and smiled when he} 


said that he would not have to search 
about for something to do. 

In the criminal division there are 
pending several hundred live cases 
and about 1,000 that have been rele- 
gated to a storeroom and are con- 
sidered dead. Mr. Tuttle said he would 
dispose of these old cases as speedily 
as possible, and that many of them 
would doubtless be dismissed. 

There are no cases of very large im- 
portance awaiting disposition in the 
prohibition division, although there are 
pending several hundred cases—about 
the normal number. 

“There is one thing I will do at an 
early time,” said Mr. Tuttle, ‘‘and tuat 
is to clean up the old Federal Build- 
ing. I shall not permit the corridors 
to be used as a loafing resort for the 
idle nor as an office for various sorts 
of agents. What I can do to keep the 
building free of such persons will be 
done right away. Efforts will also be 
made to make the building sanitary, 
through keeping it cleaner than it ever 
appeared to be when I have taken spe- 
cial notice of it. In order to do good 
work the surroundings of the workers 
must be clean and healthful.”’ 

Mr. Buckner’s advent to office was 
heralded by a raid on fourteen res- 
taurants, and so Mr. Tuttle was 
asked: ‘Will any ceremonies attend 
your taking over the office?’ 

“None,” he replied. I will go to 
work at once and begin doing those 
things which properly belong to the 
office. I do not expect to trespass on 
any other department of the Govern- 
ment, nor do I think that others will 
trespass upon mine. The office is 
purely legal, and only purely legal 
work will be done as long as I am in 


charge of it.’’

PARIS, April 4.—The. Katherine 
Baker Memorial, erected in memory of 
American women who died in the war, 
was. dedicated this. afternoon in the 
little town of Issy-les Moulineaux, near 
Paris, in the presence of Ambassador 
Herrick; French officials and several 
hundred Americans.

The New York Rangers saw their 
chances of getting into the Stanley Cup 
finals against Ottawa go glimmering at 
Madison Square Gerden last night 
when they were defeated by the Boston 
Bruins by 3 to 1 in the roughest and 
one of the fastest games ever seen 
here. A crowd of 14,000 persons was 
kept in a constant ferment by the 
rough play and surging attacks. 

As a result of last night’s game the 
total scoring of the two-game play-off 
between the teams was Bruins 3, Ran- 
gers 1. The rivals played a scoreless 
tie in Boston in the first game last 
Saturday night. 

A total of twenty-seven penalties 
was handed out by the referees dur- 
ing the game, creating a new Amer- 
ican record in this regard, fourteen of 
them coming in the second period, 
where the high peak of the wild check- 
ing occurred. 

This middle period also put the game 
on ice for the Bruins as they staged 
a series of superb combination plays 
which resulted in three goals. The 
Rangers had been skated into a more 
or less bewildered condition toward the 
end of this session and the Bruin for- 
wards skated through with compara- 
tive ease in the closing minutes. 

Bill Cook had sent the Rangers away 
to a one goal lead in the opening 
period and things looked fairly favor- 
able from a local standpoint. Herberts 
of Boston evened this one up, however, 
in 7:42 of the second session and ten 
minutes later came the flying offen- 
sive by Frederickson, Hitchman and 


Oliver, which resulted in two more 
counters and victory. 


Bruins’ Defense Impenetrable. 


After rolling up a lead the Bruins 
gave one of the greatest defensive 
exhibitions ever seen here and constant 
attacks by the Rangers through the 
final period were blanked by the hard- 
fighting back line of the visitors.

OTTAWA, Ontario, April 4.—lLes 
Canadiens were eliminated from the 
title struggle in the National Hockey 
League here tonight by the Ottawa 
Senators when the International Divi- 
sion leaders held them to a 1—1 draw 
in a game that was packed with speed 
and brilliant combination play and 
sterling goal work by Connell and 
Hainsworth. 

By defeating the flying Frenchmen, 
4 to 0, in the irst of the two-game 
series in Montreal on Saturday and 
tying them tonight, Ottawa takes the 
semi-final series by a total goal score 
of 5—1. 

Tonight there was little to choose 
between the clubs, but on the two 
games Ottawa undoubtedly played the 
better hockey. Ottawa now enters the 
Stanley Cup final for the champion- 
ship against the Boston Bruins. 

Peculiarly enough the Senators failed 
to play a defensive game to hold their 
advantage, and, as a result. the 9,000 
fans who packed the auditorium wit- 
nessed a great exhibition of the sport. 

There was no let-up in the play and 
for such an important encounter it was 
unusually clean. Only eight penalties 
were handed out during the contest. 


Morenz Sets Merry Pace. 


The Canadiens, after a two-day rest, 
played better hockey than on Satur- 
day. Morenz, the Canadien flash, set 
a dazzling pace and gave Frank Nigh- 
bor a great battle at centre ice. All 
the Frenchmen played well, but Mo- 
renz, Joliat and Gardiner were out- 
standing. Kilrea, Hooley, Smith and 
Clancy were the best of the Senators. 
The real feature of Ottawa’s play, 
however, was the work of its substi- 
tutes. 

Play in the first period was fast and 
furious, with the two clubs exchanging 
rushes in turn.

PISANO ALSO IS A VICTOR 





Conquers Balduc In Semi-Final 
Bout—Coolidge and Scorda 
Take Their Contests. 





Honeyboy Finnegan of Boston de- 
feated Frankie Fink of Texas by so 
wide a margin at the Broadway Arena 
last night that he disappointed the 
3,000 spectators in not knocking out 
his man, At the end of the tenth 
round Fink was groggy but was on 
his feet at the final bell. 

Finnegan's victory gave new impetus 
to his campaign to be recognized as 
the featherweight champion. At 128% 
pounds he was outweighed 4% pounds 
by Fink, but in everything else Finne- 
gan was superior to Fink. He knocked 
his man down, staggered him again 
and again and had Fink groggy on 
several occasions. 

A left hand, used to jab, hook or up- 
percut, was Finnegan’s main weapon 
of offense. With it he cut up Fink and 
did all the damage. His right he used 


— to get Fink in position for the 
eft. 


Fink Starts Fast. 


Finnegan got a great reception when 
introduced as ‘“‘America’s premier 
featherweight.” Fink rushed Finne- 
gan to the ropes to start the bout. 
Finnegan let him rush and then stab- 
bed his left to the Texan’s head re- 
peatedly. Although Fink was aggres- 
sive, Finnegan administered more pun- 
ishment in the second. Finnegan slam- 
med him to the ropes repeatedly and 
then caught him again as he came off. 

Fink tried to make use of his extra 
weight in the third by forcing infight- 


ing, but Finnegan cured him of this 
by landing a left uppercut with telling 
effect. The fourth was slower and 
more even as was the beginning of the 
fifth. While the crowd hooted for 
action toward the end of the round 
Finnegan landed a left to Fink’s body 
which put him down for a count of 
six. Fink claimed a foul as he knelt 
on the canvas and again at the end 
of the round. His claims were not 
allowed. 

More sharpshooting by Finnegan 
gave Fink a bad seventh round. Fink 
again claimed a foul, but it was not 
allowed. Three times in the eighth 
Finnegan rocked and staggered Fink 
with lefts, but the Texan showed great 
gameness and stood up under the 
blows. He did no harm to Finnegan. 
The ninth was slower and all Finne- 
gan. 


Pisano Takes Semi-Final. 


The ten-round semi-final was a thril- 
ler in which the heavy punching 
started early. Augie Pisano, 132%, 
Coney Island, defeated Georgie Bal- 
duc, 134%, formerly of Lewiston, Me., 
but now of Ozone Park, L. I. 

Pisano had the first round by a fair 
margin, but was staggered badly on 
two occasions by Balduc in the sec- 
ond. Both men were telegraphing 
their punches, but enough landed to 
cause trouble. A round house swing 
of Pisano’s sent Balduc to the canvas 
in the third. Balduc got up immedi- 
ately and weathered the round by 
punching away heavily, if ineffec- 
tually. 

The fourth and fifth were mild 
swinging sessions with the honors 
slightly in favor of Pisano. Balduc’s 
nose began to bleed in the fifth. Both 
men caused the crowd to laugh in the 
sixth by missing several wild punches.

PINEHURST) N. C., April 4.—Geéorge 
Voight, Washington amateur, set such 
a fast pace today in the first qualify- 
ing round of the North and South 
amateur championship that the rest of 
the field had to use high-powered bi- 
noculars to see him. When the day 
was ended the District of Columbia 
star was just six strokes ahead of the 
best of his pursuers, and it is now 
almost conceded that his name will be 
inscribed on the medal before another 
day has gone. 

Assigned to the easier of the two 
layouts on which the qualifying round 
is being played today and tomorrow, 
Voight went round in 67, 34 out and 
33 home, four strokes under par fig- 
ures. The score constituted a new 
amateur record for the course and was 
only a stroke above the professional 
record made some time ago by Em- 
mett French of Youngstown. 


Only a few remain within hailing 
distance of the leader, one of them 
the President of the United States Golf 
Association, W. C. Fownes Jr. of Oak- 
mont, a national champion as far back 
as 1910 and an outstanding golf figure 
even before then. Fownes, playing on 
the same course as Voight, the No. 3, 
returned a 73 for the day’s second 


place.

Others who had 75 or better on the 
No. 3 course were George T. Dunlap, 
captain of the Hill School team, who 
had a 74; Phil Finlay of Exeter and 
Shinnecock Hills, 75; J. Crawford, 
Oakmont, 75; Dwight Meigs, Knox- 
ville, 75, and William Wallace, Chi- 
cago, 75. 

Eugene Homans of Choate School 
and Englewood, holder of the metro- 
politan junior championship, led on 
the No. 2 course with a 75. J. B. Ryer- 
son of Cooperstown, N. Y., winner of 
several Florida events this season, was 


second with a 76, five over the par, 
and L. S. Scofield of Pinehurst and 
Ira Couch of Chicago were tied for 
third with a pair of 78's. 

Although lacking in outstanding 
stars, none of the country’s first ten 
or so being here, the field playing in 
this year’s North and South is the 
best in several years, and with eight- 
een scores under 80 there seems bound 
to be some lively scrambling for 
places in the championship flight to- 
morrow when the players go out for 
the final round, those that played No.

CHILDS’ CUP A LETTER RACE 





Substituted for That With Crimson 
In Crew—Contests With Yale Keep 
Status In Requirements.

PRINCETON, N. J., April 4.—New 
requirements at Pr <on for earning 
athletic letters and the title of a cham- 
pionship team having become neces- 
sary when Prin-eton dropped Harvard 
from all of its athletic schedules, the 
Undergraduate Athletic Committee to- 
day announced the rcw requirements 
in baseball and crew. The question 
of awards for football has not yet been 
discussed by tk committee. 

A Princeton. baseball player, in 
order to receive his varsity letter, 
must play in. the majority of ten 
games to be chosen each year by the 
Undergraduate Athletic Caceamditen, or 
he must play in one of the games with 
Yale. In the past a letter was awarded 
for participation in either the Yale or 
Harvard games. 

The baseball team, in order to be 
considered a ct-=mpionship team, must 
win two out of three games with Yale 
and in addition must win the majority 
of the ten games picked the com- 
mittee. In the past victories in both 
the Yale and Harvard series. were re- 
quired of a championship team. 


Ten Teams Are Chosen. 


The ten teams this year chosen to 
replace Harvard in the requirements 
for letters ari for championships are 
Dartmouth, Columbia, Williams, Holy 
Cross, Cornell, New York University, 
Amherst, Fordham, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio State. 

A major sport PP’ formerly was 
awarded to members of the varsity 
crew who rowed in the annual dual 
meet with Harvard, or in the Carnegie 
Cup race with Yale and Cornell. 
Under the new requirements a varsity 
sport letter is awarded, as in the past, 
to men rowing in the Carnegie Cup 
race, but the Childs Cup race replaces 
the dual meet with Harvard in the 
requirements for letters. The crews 
entered in the Childs Cup race are 
Princeton, Columbia and Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Jayvee Requirements Same. 


The same requirements apply in the 
case of the junior varsity crew, with 
the exception that the oarsmen re- 
ceive as crew insignia a “P’’ with a 
transverse oar instead of the varsity 
letter. The Jayvees, however, get a 


varsity letter if they win their race 
in the American Henley regatta. 

The nine m composing the 150- 
pound crew in the Henley Regatta or 
Yale race will be awarded the crew 
insignia and the nine men composing 
a 150-pound crew winning all its races 
will be awarded the minor sport cham- 
pionship “P,”’ according to the new 
requirements.

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GOVERNOR LOWDEN RELENTS. 
A delegation of Iowa Republicans 
‘has brought back to Des Moines from 
Chicago the glad news that Governor 
LowpbEeN will, under certain terms, 
consent to be a candidate for the 
Presidency. He assured the disgrun- 
tiled Iowa Republicans that his strong 
personal desire is to remain in private 
life. Still they knew his deep concern 
about American agriculture, and his 
sincere devotion to the interests of 
the farmer, Consequently, “if a suffi- 
“cient number of agricultural States 
“in the Middle West demand it,” he 
will seriously consider the duty of 
trying to get the Republican nomina- 
tion next year. This, of course, is the 
same thing as bidding his friends get 
busy and do all they can for him. It 
will be considered as the formal an- 
nouncement of the Lowden candidacy. 

Until.now the ex-Governor has 
maintained a dignified silence about 
politics. He has made no end: of 
speeches before farm organizations, 
and has actively supported schemes 
for cooperative marketing and. other 


measures urged by the Western 
agriculturists. He was even for the 
McNary-Haugen bill, though when 


it was vetoed by the President, 
he refused to utter a word of crit- 
icism. But it is evident that the 
pressure upon him, or else his own 
inner conviction, has now become too 
strong to resist and he admits the 
soft impeachment that he is to be re- 
garded as the candidate of the Middle 
Western Republicans. 

This. announcement cannot fail to 
give concern to the Republican 
managers at Washington. Chairman 
Butter. of the National Republican 
Committee will feel that his motives for 
going West to look the political land- 
@cape over are now redoubled in force. 
If Governor LowpeN sets out to cap- 
ture the farmer States, it will be nec- 
essary for the President’s friends to 
show their hand. They will not make 
the mistake of underestimating the 
atrength of the Lowden movement. It 
may seem strange for the poverty- 
stricken farmers to select as their 
champion: a wealthy man who has 
previously spent large sums of money 
in politics, but if they can get done 
the thing they want, they will not care 
greatly who does it for them. Not in 
vain has. Governor Lowpen been a 
port of volunteer spokesman for them 
during ‘several years. A “ gentleman 
farmer” himself, he has been culti- 
wating’ not only his own soil, but the 
ground which may yield him a polit- 
ical harvest. If discontent remains as 
keen as it has been among Iowa 
and Illinois farmers, and if a pow- 
erful organization is set up in the 
interests*of Governor Lowpven, he will 
unauestionably be able to flutter the 
Coolidge dovecotes. 

Whatever the result, it is not a bad 
thing to have this issue threshed out 
in the open. The way to find out how 
much the Republican revolt in the 
Middle West amounts to is to. have 
womebody try to capitalize it in’ the 
form of votes and delegates. If let 
glone, there is no doubt thet Governor 
Lowpen can make considerable head- 
way in winning political support 'n 
his own chosen territory. The ques- 
tion is, will he be let alone? Will the 
regular. Republicans, will those who 
are working for another Coolidge 
nomination, sit down and let the ex- 
Governor walk oft: with a good section 
pf the Westerners? | “Immediate and 
open war may “be declated upon’ 
him, but .it- would -be- strange ~ if 
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counter-movements against him were 
not quietly started. Certainly his 
admission that he is willing, if.the 
need’ and opportunity’ arise, “to lead 
the embattled Republican farmers will 
soon put an end to the lethargy in 
the Republican’ camp. 

It will show that the Republican 
nomination next year is not to go by 
default; that it will-not drop of itself 
into the President's lap. If Chairman 
Butter is going forth to organize a 
campaign for a Coolidge third term: 
he knows how that he will have some 
fighting to do. In fact, it may well 
be that the Lowden announcement, 
coming just after the news. that 
Chairman Butter was to set forth on 
his Western travels, may have been 
partly intended as notice to him that 
there will be a contest in next year’s 


Republican National Gonvention. 





NATIONAL WEALTH AND MAN 
POWER. 
» Between the wealth and the annual 
income of a nation there is, at first 
sight, a notable discrepancy when 
tested by the normal ratio between 
capital and dividends. Five per cent., 
for instance, is_ still a good return on 
a sound investment. If we: take the 
nearly $25,000,000,000 of income for 
the year 1925 -accounted-for by the 


taxes paid into the “United States. 


Treasury and “ capitalize” it by mul- 
tiplying by “20, we get a national 


wealth of $500,000,000;000 as against 


the roughly $400,000,000,000 of. the 
usual estimate. But the spread is much 
bigger than this. Income tax in 1925 
was paid by less than 2,400,000 people, 
out of more than 40,000,000 persons 
gainfully occupied. Estimates of the 
total annual income range from $75,- 
000,000,000. to $90,000,000,000. If we 
take the smaller’sum and capitalize 
it at 5 per céht., we get 1,500 billions 
of dollars. 

The chief explanation is supplied by 
the item of wages and salaries in the 
Treasury tabulation. These account 
for more than $9,000,000,000 out of 
total reported income of * than 
$25,000,000,000, or between 35 and 40 
per cent. The capitalized value of 
American wages and salaries in 1929 
at 5 per cent. would be close to $200,- 
000,000,000. But this is not national 
wealth in the ordinary use of the term, 
Estimates of the wealth of a country 
concern themselves with tangible com- 
modities—land and buildings, farm im- 
plements,. live stock, crops in being, 
factory plant, machinery, manufac- 
tured commodities in being, railroads, 
telegraphs, roads, canals, motor cars. 
Earning power, and in particular man 
power, is not taken account of. If it 
were, the discrepancy between national 
wealth and capitalized annual income 
would be more than redressed. 

It was recently estimated that the 
“‘cash value” of a child of 15 in the 
United States is $25,000, that being 
the difference between the wealth the 
child may be expected to produce in 
the course of his life expectancy and 
the wealth he will consume. Suppos- 
ing that this cash value holds for the 
individual up to the age of 25, there 
would now be in the United States 
something like 60,000,000. individuals 
each “worth” $25,000, and repre- 
senting a national wealth of something 
like $1,500,000,000,000. The census 
statisticians,’ however, in measuring 
national wealth, count only what they 
see. Possibly the insurance actuaries 
and the poets have the truer concep- 
tion of national wealth when they 
speak of the “ cash value” of life or 
sing of brains and brawn as the true 
wealth of a nation. 





THE CHICAGO ELECTION. 

New York is a slow town compared 
with Chicago, 
Lake enlivens the Cook County mind. 
In.our old fogy settlement election 
officials and ‘voters don’t have to 
be protected by police’ machine-gun 
squads. Perhaps they don’t in Chi- 
cago, but the Chief of Police is of 
another opinion, His zeal arouses the 
Sheriff to ask Governor SMALL to hold 
the National Guard ready for an emer- 
gency today. The Chief of Police may 
be trying to “intimidate * the voters 
and so force Mayor DEVER in. 
hope that these are but pleasantries 
in accord with Mr. WiItt1am HAs 
THOMPSON’S campaign. His promises 
to repeal the Volstead act, locally, and 
to smack King Georce V ‘on the 
snoot” are familiar,‘ A: fashionable 
“audience of 850 women at a tea 
“in the Opera Club” whistled and 
stamped when he “hoarsely de- 
nounced King Gzorce.” The other 
Georce—Mr. BrRENNAN-—had called the 
Thompsonites “ hoodlums.” 

Mr. THOMPSON addressed his golden 
audience as “my hoodlum friends.” 
According to The Chicago Tribune, 
an opponent, “Isn’t he a darling?” 
was the common comment among the 
thrilled tea-takers. Either Chicago is 
a queer town or it has some queer re- 
porters. Characteristic of “ Big Bri,” 
who wouldn't let Liberty bonds be sold 
at the City Hall, was a “crowded” 
meeting of alleged “ ex-service” men. 
Many are his arts. The great deeds of 
his two Administrations are known. 
Mr, Firzparrick, President of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor, re- 
calls one that may serve for all. 
Mayor THompson wanted to break up 
the Teachers Federation. Sixty-eight 
teachers were removed for the good of 
the schools. “The Federation of- Labor 
heads, asking why these were dis- 
charged without notice, were told that 


‘they’ were.“ drunks, dope | fiends, in 


sane and “immoral” persons.” e 
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that every one of them ‘“‘ was marked 
superior.” 

This’ instance suggests the demoral~ 
izatton in’ all ‘municipal departrherits 
under Thompsonism. Does Chicago 
want to return to it? The Republican 
factions and miachines,Wwhose good 
works were illuminated by the Reed 
Committee, are nearer union than 
they have been for @ long time. Solid 
for THOMPSON aré Crow# and Brun- 
Dace, DeNEEN and FraNx Smiru, 
substantially the whole® “Republican 
machine. The theory 6f the reunited 


regulars is’ that the Republican Party 


is to be helped in 1928 by the reim- 
position of THoMPsON.on Chicago, If 
Mayor Dever, “one of the best May- 
ors the city has ever had,’’ as Mr. 
Dawes calls Khim, is to be re-elected, 
it must be by Republican and inde- 
pendent .votes. 

THOMPSON has no small squad of 
Democratic supporters. For the con- 
tinuance of good government in Chi- 
cago; it might almost: be said, for 
the honor of American civilizatién, he 
should be beaten. Yet the irritations 
bred by Volsteadism and-the adroit 
practices of the Republican ring may 
prevent. ;

CULTURE AND VOCATION. 

The Ethical Culture School is under- 
taking a plan which if successful—as 
it gives promise of being—will dispute 
the wisdom of the son of SIRACH as 
found in the Book of Ecclesiasticus. 
In that most beautiful essay on Labor 
and Leisure ever written, the ancient 
seer contended that while the farmer 
and the aartificer, who ‘put their 
trust in their hands” and who become 
wise each in his own work, together 
“maintain the fabric of the world,” 
they will not be sought in the ‘council 
of the’ people or “mount on high”; 
that. is, they will not have part in 
things that should concern human be- 
ings in their social and political and 
intellectual relations. 

The ‘preprofessional high school” 
is to have in its courses a ‘‘ common 
core” of instruction, but when the 
student’s aptitudes have been explored 
and discovered, his work is not to be 
exclusively in those channels. His ac- 
tive interest, if in art for example, is 
to be used to illuminate and vivify 
a study of history and literature and 
the material contribution of science to 
his art, or, if in business, to be led 
out into its relations with art and with 
the sciences as influencing human re- 
lations in their world reaches as well 
as local contacts. 

This ‘‘ departure in education” sug- 
gests one of the great services which 
private institutions may perform for 
the public—making experiments which 
public schools cannot undertake. Once 
new methods are shown by trial to be 
an improvement upon the old, the 
public school may adopt them. So it 
is a public service that the Ethical 
Culture School is performing. It has 
the encouragement and endorsement 
of the foremost educators. It has also 
an initial contribution of $250,000 to- 
ward the $1,000,000 which it is sought 
to raise to give the school an ideal 
environment and an adequate plant. 
This school is not to give a job- 
centred training as contrasted with 
a man-centred training. The job—the 
vocational or professional interest—is 
but to indicate the particular culture 
to which all the other cultural ‘experi- 
ences of man in his struggle toward 
perfection are to be related.

THE AIR MAIL SERVICE. 

With the award of the contract for 
carrying the air mail on the New 
York-Chicago leg of the transconti- 
nental service to the “National Air 
Transport of New York the Postoffice 
Department ‘will soon retire from thé 
field .of civil. aviation. ‘The . second 
section of the route connects Chicago 
with San Francisco via Iowa City, 
Des Moines, Omaha, North Platte, 
Cheyenne, -Salt Lake City, Reno and 
Sacramento. Delivery time from coast 
to coast, 2,665 miles, has been cut to 
thirty hours. Contracts for the other 
fourteen routes have been let from 
time to time. When the Postoffice 
‘Department was operating the various 
services it collected about four dollars 
a pound. The-Kelly act. allows a 
maximum payment of three dollars a 
pound to private contractors. Stren- 
uous competition has forced the 
rate down on the New York-Chicago 
route, and it remains tobe seen 
whether the National Air Transport, 
which .bid $1.24 a. pound, made a 
good bargain. 

There has been bitter talk about the 
Government taking unfair advantage 
of the rivalry between companies that 
have acquired their equipment, or 
ordered it, at great expense. Unless 
@ successful bidder is sure of plenty 
of outside business from express 
companies, private shippers and 
passengers regularly carried, a mail 
route contract is not attractive. A 
Western contractor on a short line 
accepted the mail at considerably. less 





than'a dollar a pound, could not.make. 


both ends meet with express business, 
and had to retire. 


Postmaster General New stated 


‘some time ago that it was never the 


intention of the department to ¢6n- 
tinue to operate the Air Mail Service. 
“Tt was planned,” he said, “to de- 
“velop. it to a.point where. its feasi- 
“bility could be demonstrated, and 
“then, as soon as commetcial’-com- 
“ panies were strong enough to handle 
“the first-class mails in addition to 
— express and passengers business, the 
“department wauldstep. out.” 
National” Air nsport “took over 
the Chicago-Dallas-mail route in-No« 
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vember, 1926. Without a serious ac- 
cident, or loss of any Postal matter, 
the Government» pilots.” ‘had © flown 
350, 000 niilés.“ ‘The ‘record of” SHIRLEY 
J. SHort, a United States mail” pilot, 
may be cited. Between July 1, 1928, 
and, ov. 30, 1926, SHorr was.2,169 
hours in the air and flew 193,520 
miles without. injury to himself‘or to 
anybody else, Some of these -Post- 
office pilots received ‘as much .as 
$8,500 a year for their work. ° 

Private companies. taking contracts 
for carrying the niail like to engage 
pilots who have learned their .trade 
in the Government service. Of the New 
York-Chicago: air mail service Post- 
master General New was reported late- 
ly as saying: “Our night service is 
“paying more than operating expenses 
“and the business is growing.” A 
rate’ of $1:24°4 pound would certainly 
not pay operating expenses, but add 
the business of express companies, of 
individual shippers and receipts from 
passengers carried, and this -route 
should ultimately be profitable.. The 
safety of commercial flying hds al- 
ready been demonstrated. Casualties 
have become infrequent. The Mitten 
line between Philadelphia and Wash- 
ington has been regularly carrying 
passengers without a mishap.  In- 
crease of travel by airplane in the 
United States in the last two years 
is significant. Commercial flying is 
already an assured success. Credit

AMERICA’S POLICY IN CHINA. 
Reports from Shanghai, London and 
Tokio deel more and more with a 
possible joint action by Great Britain, 
Japan and the United States in China. 
Great Britain’s desire for American 
cooperation—a desire loudly echoed by 
the American Chamber of Commerce 
in Shanghai—is doubtless based on 
the conviction that if there must be 
intervention, it will be less difficult 
and costly if undertaken in common. 
But Americans would view such con- 
current action with grave apprehen- 
sion. Especially would they disap- 
prove anything in the nature of an 
attempt to redivide China such as was 
favored by some Powers thirty years 
ago. Then, as during the Taiping re- 
bellion, it was the policy of the United 
States to strengthen the Chinese Gov- 
ernment. The United States wanted a 
strong China, unified and able to stand 
on its own feet. It was this desire 
which determined JOHN Hay to oppose 
the efforts of the Powers in 1897 to 
establish their spheres of influence in 
China. It was this which led the 
American delegation at the Washing- 
ton Conference to insist on the formal 
recogniticn of the principle of the 
political and territorial integrity of 
China. 

In matters commercial the open-door 
principle was but another manifesta- 
tion of this same policy. It implied a 
China strong enough to keep the door 
open. But the United States was put 
in the difficult position of opposing 
the other Powers when they sought 
not only special privileges in China 
but the weakening and even the actual 
dismemberment of China, and yet of 
having to take forcible action with 
them in crises such as the relief of the 
siege of Peking. Secretary Hay, at 
the time of the Boxer troubles, tele- 
graphed the American Minister in 
Peking: “ Act independently in pro- 
“tection of American interests where 
“practicable, and concurrently with 
“representatives of other Powers if 
“necessity arises.” In his circular to 
the other Powers he explained: 

The purpose of the President is, as 
it has been heretofore, to act con- 
currently with other Powers: first, 
in opening up communications with 
Peking and rescuing American offi- 
cials; secondly, in affording all possi- 
ble protection everywhere in China 
to American life and property; 
thirdly, in guarding and protecting 
all legitimate American interests; 
and, fourthly? in aiding to prevent a 
spread of the disorders to the other 
provinces of the empire and a re- 
currence of such disasters. 

In the present crisis America is un- 
willing to join in any action which 
may seem like intervention against 
the Cantonese or any other Chinese 
party. Fortunately, the foreign Gov- 
ernments realize that, despite the 
protests of the American Chamber of 
Commerce in Shanghai, the United 
States has shown no indication of de- 
parting from its traditional policy of 
using its military and naval forces in 
China conjointly with those of other 
Powers only for the protection of 
American lives and interests. What- 
ever demands may be made on. the 
Cantonese for the Nanking affray, 
there can be no thought of active in- 
terference in the civil war in China,

Another pretty picture of the Prin- 
cess and her mother is given. They 
were visiting near an old churchyard 
in the Isle of Wight. A dutiful Chris- 
tian maiden, the heroine of a story, 
“The Dairyman’s Daughter,” was sup- 
posed to have been buried there, and 
a tourist in search of the grave found 
the Duchess and young VICTORIA 
seated beside it while the Princess 
read aloud, “in a full, melodious 
voice,” the pathetic story. The Queen’s 
comment on this pious tale is: “A 
complete myth.” 

At the mention of the “ great pleas- 
ure” she is reported to have told 
SouTHEy she had derived from his poe- 
try and prose, she remarks in a mar- 
ginal note, “ Don’t think I ever saw 
him.”

Dividing the 358 years 
of thé “Hapsburgs into ‘four periods, it 
is found ‘that: the. life of a 
Hapsburg in the first period was nine: 
teen and one-half years and in the last 
period fifty-three and one-half years. 

Not even the eighty-six years of the 
late Francis Jostr# will explain the 
extraordinary improvement. The basic 
reason is, of course, the decline in in- 
fant mortality, by which all classes 
have profited: The Hapsburg domicile 
300 years ago was regal but not par- 
ticularly sanitary by our present stand- 
ards. Medical science was still largely 
magic and rule of thumb. And plague 
had a way of leaping from the serf’s 
hovel into the palace of the suzerain. 
But infant mortality was not the only 
reason.’ That is shown by the fact that 
not only did more modern Hapsburgs. 
survive childhood, but more moderna 
Hapsburgs lived to a fairly ripe age. 
In the first two periods only two 
individuals lived beyond 60. In the 
last _ two periods; there have been 
seventeen. 

Here would come in the general 
pacification of society. We have. had 
modern gigantic wars, but fewer little 
wars, feuds, brawls such as drew 
heavy toll from medieval life. Assas- 


sination may still be one of the 
hazards of the royal trade, but very 
few princes and princelings die from 
arrow shafts and hot oil around be- 
leaguered castles. 





Westchester’s de- 
sire not to be un- 
shrubbed—if such a 
Phrase may be 
coined for the occa- 
sion—will' meet a sympathetic response 
on Long Island and in near-by Con- 
necticut. In order to check depreda- 
tions on shrubs and trees on private 
property along the roadside, a band of 
citizens of Westchester have en- 
deavored to interest local Justices of 
the Peace in imposing heavy sen- 
tences upon motorists guilty of such 
vandalism. 

This seems to be the only method 
that promises effectively to curb this 
abuse. It is a strange thoughtlessness 
that descends upon many motorists 
from the city in early Spring and 
Summer, leading them to venture even 
beyond the roadside and into private 
gardens to help themselves wholesale 
to flowers and flowering bushes grown 
with trouble and expense by the land- 
owners. In one instance a few years 
ago a resident of Long Island who had 
a particularly fine display of tulips 
found a party of motorists picking 
them all. When remonstrated with, 
these despoilers remarked that they 
had as much right to the flowers as 
had the owner. 

If only the people who strip dog- 
wood trees and shrubs and plants of 
their flowers and fruit were able to 
profit from them, this action might not 


be. quite so reprehensible. But in nine 
out of ten cases those who engage in 
this form of thievery do not even take 
the necessary precautions to protect 
their booty from sun and wind, with 
the result that they are dried up and 
spoiled on return to the city.

TRAFFIC LIGHT CONTROL. 


Synchronized Signals Called Un- 
suited to Conditions Here. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Control of street traffic by an exten- 
sive system of interconnected lights, 
all giving the same indication at the 
same instant, is extremely inefficient. 
If one should attempt a trip across 
town by motor car under such a sys- 
tem he would find it. anything but 
rapid, He probably would have to wait 
at every street intersection, even though 
there was no traffic moving on the in- 
tersecting thoroughfare. 

Because the time intervals of the 
signals are based on the needs of one 
particular intersection, and are used at 
many other places where conditions are 
entirely different, the system now in 
effect in New York undoubtedly is the 
cause of much needless delay. 

Speed is lost by bringing all vehicles 
to a standstill every so often and keep- 
ing them motiorless for a definite time 
regardless of whether there is any 
cross traffic. The unsatisfactory 
working of this system is evident from 
tre arguments of the Policc Commis- 
sioner in behalf of an appropriation for 
more signals. According to TH: Times 
of Jan. 17 he said that the installation 
of lights on certain avenues had caused 
motorists to avoid those streets and 
use others not so controlled. Obviously 
the sreason for their action was the 
desire to escape the delays caused by 
synqhronized signals. 

Other cities have discovered that 
synchronized traffic signals do not 
work well, Philadelphia, believed by 
some people to be rather slow, found 
that synchronized signals caused too 
many delays and has given them up, 
but New York continues to install 
them. Chicago, Philadelphia and a 
number of other cities are now using 
progressive signals of the type which 
permits vehicles moving at uniform 
speed to proceed. So far as pedestrians 
are concerned any system is satisfac- 
tory that requires traffic.on one street 
to stop while it is moving on the cross 
streets. If New York were not too 
proud to learn from other cities the 
Poliee Commissioner could find better 
ways to spend a half million dollars 
than to install more lights of the old 
unsatisfactory type.

included.. I am overwhelmed by the 
sad news that that great missionary 
and my personal friend, the Rev. Dr. 
John E. Williams, Vice President of 
Nanking University,‘ has been killed; 
but I knew him well enough to feel 
sure, that, so far ‘from having his 
friends embittered against the Chinese 
on account of his untimely death, he 
would be the first: to have us say in 
the words of his Lord: ‘Father, for- 
give them, for they know not what 
they do.” 

When missionaries are attacked it is 
not because they are missionaries, but 
because they are foreigners. To the 
average Chinese, all white men are 
‘foreign devils.’” Except where per- 
sonal acquaintance has taught certain 
communities that there is a difference 
between white men, the acts of one 
foreigner or of an aggressive foreign 
Government are charged against all 
the members of the race, Anti-foreign 
hatred is fierce in thousands of cities 
and villages where there are no mis- 
sionaries at all. It would be too much 
to assert that every one of the 7,663 
European and American missionaries 
in China has been a model of discre- 
tion. No‘human being is perfect, not 
even a critic. But it is the policy of 
missionaries to avoid unnecessary in- 
terference with native customs, to keep 
clear of native lawsuits, and to re- 
frain from political activity. 

Nor is the present uprising against 
Christianity. There are, indeed, some 
Chinese who are opposed to religion. 
But the relatively small number of 
Chinese who are now attacking mis- 
sionary stations have with equal ran- 
cor attacked the Confucian and Bud- 
dhist temples. A recent letter stated 
that.in one city students from the va- 
rious Government schools, headed by 
their teachers and backed by armed 
soldiers, went into every temple and 
broke down all the idols and ancestral 
tablets. No resistance was possible be- 
cause the soldiers were behind the 
students. 

What is the cause of the unrest in 
China? ‘Various answers have been 
given—Soviet propaganda, sweatshop 
conditions in foreign-controlled facto- 
ries, shooting of Chinese in Shanghai, 
political interference by other Govern- 
ments, anti-foreign feeling, clashing 
ambitions of military chieftains, and so 
on. Doubtless all these have operated. 
No one of them however, could of it- 
self account for the present upheaval. 
One may doubt whether all combined 
could do so. Deeper considerations are 
involved. The fundamental fact is that 
the vast mass of China’s population, 
long stagnant and apathetic, is awak- 
ening. Stupendous forces have been 
operating upon that enormous aggre- 
gation of humanity, and a correspon- 
dingly stupendous transformation is 
taking place. No longer does the rest 
of the world confront a cringing, help- 
less China, but an aroused, alert, am- 
bitious people. It is true that chaos 
still reigns. Such a huge mass could 
not reasonably be expected to find it- 
self at once. But the old conditions 
never can be restored. For better or 
for worse China has entered upon a 
new era. It would be a mistake to in- 
terpret current events as merely anti- 
foreign. They are pro-Chinese. It is 
a new spirit of nationalism that is 
abroad, and it is anti-foreign only in 
so far as foreign influences are be- 
lieved to be hostile to it. 

What is taking place in China is es- 
sentially what has taken place in vary- 
ing degrees in Western nations. It is 
on a larger scale for two reasons. 
First, because a larger population is 
involved, 438 million people, one-quar- 
ter of the human race. Second, because 
revolutionary forces which operated 
upon Western nations one at a time 
are operating simultaneously upon the 
Chinese. In Western lands the intel- 
lectual revival which broke up the 
stagnation of the Middle Ages, widened 
men’s knowledge and stimulated their

Captain John Bartlett, aged Arctic 
navigator and a pioneer in using 
steamships in sealing expeditions out 
of Newfoundland, today. 


Captain Bartlett, who was in his 
eighty-fourth year, was a native of 
Brigus, N. F. At the age of.21 he was 
master of the Panther, a wooden ves- 
sel,/on her maiden trip to Greenock, 
Scotland. After being outfitted with 
engines, she was placed in service as 
the first steam vessel in the New- 
foundland sealing fleets sixty-two 
years ago. 

The Captain was associated with 
Peary, discoveres of the North Pole in 
his first Arctic Expedition. Many 
years earlier, in 1869, he had outfitted 
and accompanied to Greenland another 
Arctic explorer, Dr. Isaac I. Hayes. 

He belonged to a family of Arctic 
explorers. He trained a nephew, Cap- 
tain Robert Bartlett, who accompanied 
Peary during his successful quest of 
the Pole. His brothers, Captains Sam- 
uel, William and Harry Bartlett, were 
all adventurers in the Northern ice 
fields with Peary, the last being a

The captain received recognition 
from the Danish Government for sav- 
ing the lives of the crew of a Danish 
trading ship in Arctic waters.

HIS BROTHER JOINS SAPIRO 





Milton Brings Records From San 
Francisco and Takes Place 
Ws at Counsel Table.

DETROIT, April 4.—United States 


-Senator James A. Reed again called 


Aaron Sapiro to the witness stand 
when trial of the Sapiro-Ford libel suit 
Was resumed today before Federal 
Judge Fred M. Raymond and a jury: 
The witness testified that since 1922 
he had drawn $7%,000 in fees from the 
American Cotton Growers’ Exchange. 

The Senator continued the tactics he 
had employed in -the five days the 
plaintiff had been on the st ; he 
Grove solely at the witness's fee, evi- 
dently with a view to sustaining the 
charge of the defense that Sapiro ex- 
ploited the farmc-s. This allegation 


Was among those which appeared in 
@ series of twenty articles published 
in the Dearborn Independent, which 
Were made t“s basis of Mr. Sapiro’s 
suit for $1,000,000 as damages. 

. Under cross-examination on cotton 
fees, Mr. Sapiro said he received $6,950 
in 1922, $9,000 in 1923, $9,000 in 1924, 
$17,000 in 1925, $23,000 in 1926 and to 
date in 1927 $5,000. He said he now 
received approximately $1,750 a month. 


Sapiro’s Brother Brings Records. 


The books and records sought last 
week by the Ford chief counsel arrived 
here this morning in the custody of 
Milton Sapiro, brother of the plaintiff. 
Milton Sapiro is an attorney in San 
Francisco. Last Tuesday, when Sen- 
ator Reed tegan calling for exact 


figures, the plaintiff telephoned his 
brother to catch the first train east 
and to bring the books. They are ex- 
pected to be produced in court to- 
morrow. 

The first move vhen court ‘opened 
Wwas one by William FEF. Gallagher, 
counsel for Mr. Sapiro, seeking to have 
Judge Raymond admit the San Fran- 
cisco lawyer to practice here. This 
was done after administration of the 
gath, and Milton Sapiro joined the 
plaintiff’s attorney of record. 

The examination took up from the 
point of adjournment on Friday, when 
Senator Reed was reading a speech 
delivered by Mr. Sapiro in Montgom- 
ery, Ala.,-in April, 1920. Continuing 
to read it, the examiner disclosed that 
Mr. Sapiro had advised the Mont- 
gomery meeting to organize the cot- 
ton States and then to form a national 
federation. Warehousing, ginning and 
compressing, he at that time declared, 
should all be in the hands of the 
actual producers. He spoke of ‘‘New 
York gamblers’’ who made more in a 
year than the growers did in twenty 
years. He predicted that if the grow- 
ers adopted his plan general prosper- 
ity in the cotton regions would follow. 


Court Cuts Argument Short. 


After finishing the reading of the 
speech—it took him forty-five minutes— 
the Senator sought light on the per- 
gons who had attended the meeting. 
Mr. Sapiro said delegates were there 


from all States. where cotton was 
grown. He and the Senator got into 
a tilt over Mr. Reed’s insistence that 
delegates from marketing cooperatives 
liad been there. 

“TI don’t care for any more argu- 
ments on this,’’ he said. The duel con- 
tinued, however, and -finally Senator 
Reed demanded ‘tyes’’ or ‘‘no’’ on the 
question whether representatives of 
marketing associations had not been in 
attendance at Montgomery. The Sen- 
ator departed from the subject wneu 
Mr. Sapiro again denied that market- 
ing cooperatives had been there. 

‘The old associations,” said the Sen- 
ator, ‘‘did not embrace the idea of pur- 
chasing warehouses. Is not that true?” 

“I don’t know what you mean. by 
the word embrace,’’ said Mr. Sapiro. 
On objection by the Ford attorney the 
Court cautioned the witness and ‘told 
him not to “argue with counsel.” 
Judge Raymond said that: he wanted 
“‘question and answer, otherwise we'll 
not make progress.” The witness said 
that the old associations had not 
bought warehouses, and the examina- 
tion moved to another phase. 


Sapiro’s Work in Cotton States. 


In reply to questions Sapiro. sald 
he went into Texas, Arizona, Georgia, 
South Carolina and Louisiana in his 


efforts to organize the cotton industry 
nationally. He said that.cooperatives 
‘were set in motion at various points, 
but that Statewide organizations had 
not been undertaken and that only in 
Oklahoma had the cooperatives pur- 
chased warehouses 

The witness said that at various 
times he had been aided by other at- 
torneys. Asked to name them, he said 
that in Tennessee the organization had 
been done by David Waldauer of Mem- 
= and that in other States Thomas 

. Chamberlain of 120 Broadway had 
helped. He denied that local attorneys 
had split fees with him. He said the 
American Cotton Growers’ Exchange 
Was supported by the. various State 
cotton units. 

After the witness had agreed to write 
to the headquarters of the exchange 
for the text of new and old contracts 
entered into between the association 
and its members the examination 
turned to Mr. Sapiro’s association in 
the cooperative movement with Julian 
P. Langner, a former Orégon news- 

per man, who was publicity man 
for the Washington and Idaho wheat 
growers. in 1920. 

Senator Reed ,questioned'Mr. Sapiro 
pa the organization of the New Jersey 
2oultry Producers’ Association, He 
asked specifically about a meeting

WIFE GETS ENTIRE ESTATE 





14 Others Named as Beneficiaries 
Upon Her Death——-Property: Now 
Put at Less Than $9,000,000. 





The possibility of a contest over the 
will of Elden C. De Witt, ..multimil- 
lioniare patent medicine manufacturer, 
loomed yesterday as his relatives re- 
ceived word that the entire estate had 
been left in trust for his wife, Cora EB. 
De Witt. Fourteen relatives, including 
a sister, a half-brother and two half- 
sisters, are named as ultimate in- 
heritors of the residuary estate of the 
manufacturer, who died last. Wednes- 
day, but their shares are contingent 
upon the death of Mrs. De Witt. 

Although attorneys for the estate, 
which is now estimated at between 
$6,000,000 and $9;000,000, have received 
no word of any dissatisfaction with 
the will, the office of Surrogate George 
A. Slater in White Plains, where the 
document was filed on Saturday, had 
many requests yesterday from relatives 
and friends of Mr. De Witt to explain 
its provisions. 

Dorman T. Connet of 120 Broadway, 
one of the attorneys for the late Mr. 
De Witt, said that he expected no 
sericus difficulties over the will and 
found it natural that. relatives should 
be anxious to know just what its con- 
tents were. He pointed out that a 
clause in the document would eliminate 
from a share in the estate any bene- 
ficiary who might contest it. Such a 
provision, he said, was not unusual and 
would be upheld in the courts. 

The bequest of the Income of the en- 
tire estate to Mrs. De Witt was said 
yesterday by those associated with EK. 
C. De Witt & Co. to be supremely fit- 
ting. In business alliance with her 
husband she helped him quietly to 
build up his national trade in patent 
medicines which brought him his mii- 
lions, unknown either to the world or 
to many of his friends. 

Mrs. De Witt was not only Vice 
President of the company, employes 
said, but during the last year while 
her husband was seriously ill: she had 
taken entire charge of business. As 
Acting President she directed the Chi- 
cago plants of the concern and was a 
frequent visitor at the New Xork 
offices at 512 Fifth Avenue, where she 
supervised the executive work. 

The will as shown. by Surrogate 
Slater yesterday revealed that the man 
who was a struggling country druggist 
fifty, years ago left not only a patent 
meditine business worth several mul- 

ions but securities which indicated he 
was the main stockholder of the Can- 
ada Dry Ginger Ale Company. He left 
as bequests to follow the death of his 
wife $200,000 to Minola M. Bryant of 
Chicago and $100,000 to his friend and 
tawyer, William D. Loucks, member of 
the law firm with Connet. 

Despite the size of Mr. De Witt’s 
estate, published amounts of income 
taxes paid in the New York City dis- 
trict in 1924 showed that he paid only 
$43,620 on his personal income.in that 
year. This would indicate a consider- 
ably smaller incqgme than would ordi- 
narily have come to him from an es- 
tate as large as his is now estimated 
to be.

Brazilian army troops 
finally chased the bandits uway from 
the Dyott party, which then continued 
to the River of Doubt. 

Although the Dyott party was 5,000 
miles. away in the heart of the jungle, 
its wireless set kept it in constant 
communication with the United States, 
messages being received here via inter- 
mediary stations within two hours and 
a half. A radio message to THE TIMES 
from the Dyott party was picked up by 
an amateur station in Manila, P. I., 
which was believed to establish a rec- 
ord for distance in short-wave recep- 
tion from a low-power transmitting 
station. 





BEGIN CARUSO TRIAL 
FOR SLAYING DOCTOR 


Father Is Charged With Killing 
Victim Who Was Called to 
Attend Dead Child. 


ELEVEN JURORS OBTAINED 


Vigorous Prosecution Urged by 
Physicians, Who Want Safety 
Assured in Patients’ Homes. 





The trial of Francisco Caruso began 
yesterday before Judge Alonzo G. Mc- 
Laughlin in the Kings County Court, 
on a charge of slaying Dr. Caspar S. 
Pendola of 17 Mount Everett Place, 
Maspeth, Queens. deep interest is 
being taken in the case by the medical 
profession because of the peculiar cir- 
cumstances. 

It is charged by Assistant District 
Attorney Joseph V. Gallagher that the 
physician was killed by Caruso because 
he was unable to save the life of the 
defendant’s son, Joseph, 9 years old, a 
diphtheria patient. The physician, not 
knowing the boy was dead, had called 
at the Caruso home, 36 Third Avenue, 
Brooklyn, to attend him. It is alleged 
that Caruso attacked the physician, 
who was found dead in the same room 
beside the bed of nis lifeless patient. 

The prosecutor contends that Caruso, 
who is an ironworker, seized Dr. Pcn- 
dola by the throat and strangled him, 
that he then went to his kitchen for a 
knife and nearly severed the head of 
his victim. 

Difficulty was experienced in getting 
a jury. Eleven jurors. had _ been 
obtained, and an entire panel ex- 
hausted when court adjourned last 
night. Some prospective jurors had to 
be excused because of their fixed opin- 
ions in favor of capital punishment, 
which they said no evidence could 
change. One man, Thomas W. Joyce 
of 1,806 Ditmars Avenue, Brooklyn. 
asked if he had formed an opinion 
about the case, replied: 

“Absolutely. No evidence can change 
it. Twenty-eight years ago my son 
was murdered, and I believe that 
every one who commits a murder 
should pay the penalty.’”’ 

Others were excused on admission of 


family or friendly relations with 
physicians, George A. Voss, attorney 
for Caruso, questioned jurymen 


whether they would take into consid- 
eration the defendant's lack of educa- 
tion and his state of mind at the time 
Pendola was killed. 

Resolutions were adopted by the 
Kings County Medical Society and sent 
to the ‘District Attorney, urging vigor- 
ous prosecution of the case. Other 
physicians have written to the prose- 
cutor, saying that the case involves 
not only the question of the safety of 
the regular practitioner,. but the more 
important matter of their professional 
duty in relation to-the public. 

One: physician wrote: ‘If a physician 
has any reason to fear for his personal 
safety b: responding to an emergency 
call from an unjgnown person, late at 
night, he will hesitate at the risk. A 
physician should, in his professional 
capacity, in administering to the relief 
of the sick at all hours, day or night, 
be safe in the home of a patient with- 
out having to guard himself with a 
policeman or other protector.” 

Another letter recalled several ‘cases 
in recent years of physicians being 
called to new patients, only to be 
robbed and assaulted.

tee, whose fund-raising activities were 
recently repudiated by imprisoned 
cloakmakers as “‘another’ dirty Com- 
munist trick for collecting money to 
carry on their union-smashing busi- 
ness.”’ 

Aid Is Not Welcomed. 


Abraham Beckerman, manager of the 
Joint Board of the Amalgamated Cloth- 
ing Workers, asked the committee to 
“keep hands off” the needle industry, 
as the unions were capable of protect- 
ing their own members in trouble. 
Over the denials of Forrest Bailey, 
Executive Director of the Civil Liber- 
ties Union, and Arthur: Garfield Hays, 
another member of the Liberties Union, 
that their organization was officially 
connected with the committee, Mr. 
Beckerman maintained that the Civil 
Liberties Unipn could not dissociate 
itself from what‘he termed. as “‘a 
movement for the glorification of the 
American gangster. 

“My advice to you ts to mind your 
own business,’’ said’: Mr. Beckerman. 
“If you are interested in the labor 
movement, confine yourselves to work- 
ing with those who are struggling with 
the employers. While you are trying 
to get these people out of jail I tree. 
gest that you raise funds to get their 
victims out of the hospital.” 

Edward F. McGrady, Secretary of 
the American Federation of Labor 
committee to reorganize the furriers’ 
unions, told the committee that the 
federation would deeply apprecicte it if 
it would ‘‘mind its own buginess.”’ 

“We can clean our own house,” he 
said.

Action Is Delayed for. a Week to 
Learn Cost of Land and 
State of Finances. 





Delegations representing many of the 
city’s leading historical, civic and art 
associations asked the Committee, of

Museum in Temporary Home. 


The museum has a temporary home 
in the old Gracie ‘Mansion at the foot 
of East Highty-eighth Street. It was 
explained that many old residents of 
New York own priceless historic and 
art relics which they are willing to 
donate to a city museum but are with- 
holding these interesting relics of the 
past until they can entrust them to'a 
substantial fireproof structure. 

Among those who appeared to urge 
the establishment of the museum were 
James Speyer, Wallbridge S. Taft, 
Harold O. Voorhis, Secretary of New 
York’ University, and;Mrs. A. Barton 
Hepburn, representing the New York 
Historical Society and Treasurer of the 
Women's Roosevelt Memorial Associa- 
tion.

Appellate Bench’s Ruling Upsets 
the So-Called Double . 
Prosecutions. 





LIBEL. ACTIONS INVOLVED 


Opinion Holds Government May Not 
Move Simultaneously Under 
Volstead and Revenue Acts. 


The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals rendered an opinion yesterday 
that the United States Attorney could 
not in the same proceeding prosecute 
alleged offenders in the criminal courts 
for violation of the Volstead act and 
also proceed against them in the civil 
courts for violation of the Revenue act. 
The opinion, written by Federal Judge 
Thomas W. Swan, was unanimous. 

has long been the custom to file 
libel actions under the Revenue act 


against vehicles used by violators of 
the Volstead act. Under the Revenue 
act such seizures were ‘absolute’ and 
held whether the owners of the 
vehicles were guilty or innocent. 

The decision was rendered in the 
case of the Commercial Credit Corpo- 
ration of Baltimore, against the United 
States. The Baltimore concern had 
underwritten a mortgage taken by the 
Utica Motor Car Corporation in part 
payment for a truck sold to Giusep 
Di Benedetto. Di Benedetto loaned the 
truck to two friends who, without his 
knowledge, transported alcohol on the 
truck on Oct. 26, 1926. 

The occupants of the liquor-laden 
truck were prosecuted under the Vol- 
stead act and a libel was filed under 
the Revenue act. Then the Baltimore 
corporation, holder of a $300 lien on the 
truck, filed suit. The opinion says in 
part 

“When persons in charge of a vehicle 
used for the illegal transportation of 
liquor have been arrested and prose- 
uted for violation of the Prohibition 
act, section 26 of that act plainly 
directs that the proceedings shall be 
carried through to forfeiture of . the 
vehicle under that section which saves 
the rights-of innocent owners and 
lienors.”’ 

Judge Swan clearly indicated, in the 
opinion, that, had no criminal proceed- 
ing been brought under the Volstead 
act, the Revenue act libel would have 
held. Under the circumstances, how- 
ever, it was dismissed. 


TRAWLER’S CREW ARRAIGNED. 


All Freed in Bail in Kilmarnock 
Liquor-Smuggling Case. 
Captain Clarence O’Hara and the 
fifteen members of the crew of the 
steam trawler Kilmarnock were ar- 
raigned in Newark yesterday after- 
noon before United States Commig- 
sioner Sommer on warrants charging 
them with the illegal importation of 
liquor and bribery. Captain O’Hara 
was released in $10,000 bail and each 
member of the crew was released in 
$1,000 for the action of the Grand Jury. 
One warrant charges the Captain 
with offering a bribe of $1,000 to En- 
sign Edwin C. Whitfield of the Coast 
Guard patrol boat Seminole. Agents 
in charge of the investigation said 
yesterday there was a probability that 
there would be a charge of homicide 
preferred against Captain O’Hara un- 
der the Maritime act. The officials 
say there were two more men regis- 
tered on the boat who have not as 

yet been accounted for. 


NICARAGUANS RENEW FIGHT. 


Conservatives Attack Liberals. East 
of Tierra Azul. 
MANAGUA, Nicaragua, April 4 (#).— 
The Conservative offensive began this 
afternoon with an attack against the 
Liberal forces east of Tierra Azul. 
General Bartolome Viquez, field Com- 
mander in Chief of the Conservative 
forces, reported tonight that 300 Lib- 
erals had been surrounded on Monte 
Bonita Hill, overlooking Tierra Azul. 
The slowness with which Conserva- 
tive reinforcements are coming .up has 
held up a concentrated attack; but it 
has now been ordered for tomorrow. 
The Conservatives. declare they are 
well supplied with . ev neces- 
sary to carry-on the offensive which, 
they assert, will bring an end to the 
Liberal movement within a week. -

menace. 

As Commissioner Nicoll views the 
situation, the conference will be a pre- 
liminary. step toward. the. goal for 
which he is striving. He proposes. that 
the best minds in the medical and 
other professions’ shall. ——ae their 
efforts in solving the problem of how 
to check liquor deaths. The confer+ 
ence, he feels, can result only ‘in an 
agreement on facts and findings, 
Finding a remedy for the evil, he be- 
lieves, must be left for a subsequent 
gathering of a different complexion. © 

“If I were asked today to suggest & 
remedy, I would be —— to an- 
swer that I had none to suggest,’’ Dri 
Nicoll said today. An agreement must 
first be reached on the facts. Thesé 

can be obtained through data already 
in the possession of the public health 
officials of the several States, and.the 
United States Public Health Service. 

“The May conference, of necessity; 
will be confined to fact finding. To 
find a solution on the basis of that 
fact finding a somewhat different 
body of men should be called into ac- 
tion. The May conference should be 
followed by another gathering of men 
of recognized ability, not only in the 
medical world but in the domains of 
sociology, economics and the law.

Equipped with an extraordinarily in- 
genious plot and flippant, facile con- 
versation, ‘Spread Eagle,’’ put on at 
the Martin Beck last evening, provides 
an evening of absorbing melodramatic 
entertainment with sensational impli- 
eations. Plotting in high quarters, in- 
trigue, chauvinism, murder, mobiliza- 
tion and a stirring bit of flag-waving 


in the end fuse this sprawling drama 
into a good theatrical exhibition of 
“sure-fire”? materials. The authors are 
chronicling the events leading up to 
American intervention in Mexico. Mar- 
tin Henderson, a power in the market, 
needs American intervention to protect 
his. mine holdings in Mexico. The au- 
thorities whom he consults in Wash- 
ington report that the country is not 
yet keyed up to decisive action. By 
subsidizing a revolution under the 
leadership of General Ramon Angel de 
Castro, however, Henderson lays the 
seeds of international disturbances on 
his own account. 

Jut as he has dismissed the General 
with the promise of a prodigal back- 
ing, his daughter introduces him to 
young Charles Parkman, son of a re- 
cent President of the United States. 
When Parkman applies for a position 
in the large Henderson interests a 
bold idea comes into this unscrupulous 
executive head. If a President’s son 
were murdered by Mexican bandits, 
what effect might that not have upon 
the American imagination? 

To make a long, complicated story 
comparatively brief, Parkman inno- 
cently goes to Mexico in Henderson's 
employ, an unwitting pawn in a atu- 
pendous game of chance. His re- 
ported murder by General de Castro 
electrifies American opinion. With all 
the bands playing and flags waving 
American troops thereupon rush down 
upon Mexico to avenge the murder of 
a President’s son. Henderson becomes 
Chairman of the National Defense 
Committee. In the midst of this tur- 
bulent swirl of militarism and jingo 
Patriotism, young Charles Parkman 
suddenly turns up alive and plainly 
kicking. He had been only wounded. 
Nothing could be more ludicrous than 
this meeting of plotter and victim in 
the midst of a blaring military expe- 
dition. The authors manage to pack 
the most vigorous drama of their en- 
tire play into this concluding act, and 
the curtain falls upon as patriotic a 
scene as one could demand of tradi- 
tional melodrama. 

For the most part the characteriza- 
tion is as cheap as this theme requires 
for effective dramatic exploitation. For 
all his suave dignity Martin Henderson 
is unscrupulous and sinister, quite as 
the scandal-mongers fondly portray 
such powers behind the scenes of na- 
tional government. The Mexican Gen- 
eral is as scurvy a gorilla as a paper- 
backed novel could portray. But the 
most fully drawn character of the 
drama is obviously young Joe Cobb, 
right-hand man in the Henderson of- 
fice, a part played to the hilt by Os- 
good Perkins, Joe epitomizes the cynic- 
ism and disillusion now commonly 
suspected of the war generation. By 
sheer force of contempt for all moral 
shibboleths he becomes the arch-vil- 
lain of the play, only to repent in the 
last act when he sees what he has pre- 
cipitated. Heroic in the vein of the 
“good badman,’’ Joe saves his em- 
ployer from international dishonor and 
perhaps trial for treason by a stroke 
of quick thinking. And then, alas, he 
joins the army himself; he is washed 
as pure as the driven snow. However 
pernicious ‘‘Spread Eagle’? may have 
seemed up to this moment‘as melodra- 
matic use of a highly skittish theme, 
the conclusion pays its respects to the 
national flag with a fine flourish of 
ethical remorse. Verily, the showman 
knaws his onions. After an exposure 
of unheard-of national corruption, ‘‘The 
Star-Spangled Banner’ is as reassur- 
ing as a squad of armed police. 

As in “Broadway,” sponsored by the 
same producer, ihe casting of ‘‘Spread 
Bagle’’ is excellent, and the direction 
is imaginative, although not always 
firm. Mr. Williams gives the part of 
Martin Henderson the exact touch 
necessary to its fulfilment. Mr, Brown 
is genial as a newspaper reporter, and 
Miss Bond is attractive in the part of 
Henderson’s daughter. Mr. Meek, Mr. 
Krembs, Mr. House, Miss MacMahon 
and Miss Farmer bring their respective 
parts into proper focus more skilfully 
than this summary indicates. The play- 
ing is generally swift and adroit. 

Like ‘‘Broadway’’ again, ‘‘Spread 
Eagle’ ventures outside the respect- 
able purlieus of the ‘well-built’ 
drama. Although the first and last 
acts adhere to the usual form, the 
second act involves a thrilling bit be- 
fore the curtain, an excited radio 
scene and a motion picture news reel 
of mobilization scenes—from animated 
cartoon to Chairman of the National 
Defense Committee at his polished ma- 
hogany desk. In gathering up all this 
hurly-burly into the. production, the 
pace of “Spread Eagle’ changes occa- 
sionally. Some of the scenes appear 
to be needlessly wordy or off the gen- 
eral key. But as loud, thumping melo- 
drama, worldly, garish, scurrilous and 
vulgar, it makes its points vigorously.

THE ABDUCTION FROM THE SERAGLIO, 

- English text aed 
- Music b; 
yroltgans Amadeus Mozart. At the Guild 
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Conductor, Eugene Goossens. 

A brilliant audience, and one that 
was obviously entertained, attended 
the New York début of the Rochester 
American Opera Company last night 
in the Guild Theatre. -Mozart’s 
‘“Elopement From the Seraglio’’ was 
‘sung in English. This company is in 
its fourth year. Its parent is the 
Eastman School of Music of Rochester. 
It is believed that the organization 
has developed sufficiently to stand on 
its own feet, and ask the verdict of the 
public. The company.consists of young 
singers to whom English is the native 
tongue, and who aim to give intelligent 
and spirited performances of opera in 
that language. Vladimir Rosing is the 
director and producer; Eugene Goos- 


sens is the musical director; Norman 
Edwards is the author of scenery and 


costumes. In a speech from the stage 


after the final curtain Mr. Rosing 
briefly summarized the objectives of 
his organization and thanked George 
Eastman, who was. in the audience, 
for his support which had made possi- 
ble the present artistic status of the 
undertaking. 

The choice of Mozart’s opera for an 
Opening was interesting for several 
reasons, and also a test for a company 
of young and relatively untried sing- 
ers. There has been only one public 
performance, as it seems, of this opera 
in New York. This was given by a 
German company in 1862 at the Ger- 
man Opera House on Broadway. The 
performances given by the Rochester 
American Opera Company, which gave 
its first production of the work Nov. 
1, 1926, in Rochester, are the first per- 
formances anywhere in English. The 
performance in 1862 was in the origi- 
nal German. It is noteworthy and is 
an indication of Mozart’s conception 
of the work that he himself objected 
to the Italian translation which was 
demanded when Italian opera enjoyed 
an overwhelming popularity in his 
country and German national opera 
was not as yet clearly characterized 
or established. ‘‘Every nation,”’ said 
the composer, “has an opera of its 
own; why should not the Germans 
have one also? Is not German as well 
adapted for singing as French or Eng- 
lish, and more so than the Russian?’ 

It is curious that this delightful work 
has gone so long neglected in this city. 
“Entfihrung aus dem Serail,’”’ a true 
German singspiel, gained immediate 
popularity when it was produced in 
Vienna in 1872, and has held its place, 
almost without interruption, since that 
period. The opera was Mozart’s 
epithalamium, and one of his liveliest 
and most charming inspirations in the 
lighter vein. A month after its 
premiére he married Costanza Weber, 
whose first name is the name of the 
opera’s heroine. It was after this 
premiére that Mozart made his reply 
to Emperor Joseph II, present at the 
performance, and in a mood of amiable 
condescension. ‘Too fine for our ears, 
my dear Mozart, and too many notes 
in the score’; to which the musician 
replied, “Just exactly the number re- 
quired, and not more or less, Your 
Majesty.’’ Gluck, present at the per- 
formance, greatly admired the opera; 
Weber, in a later year, paid it glow- 
ing tribute. - 

The libretto was the adaptation of G. 
Stephanie of the text of C. F. Bretz- 
ner. The plot is nonsensical. Neither 
its events for its exoticism are to be 
taken seriously, save that the locale 
gave Mozart an opportunity for a par- 
ody of Turkish music. The figure of 
Osmin, one of the most conspicuous 
characters, was his idea, and Osmin 
is made the more ridiculous in certain 
scanes by -Mozart’s ‘‘Janitscharen- 
musik.” The story justifies only the 
briefest outline. It concerns the love 
of the Spanish nobleman, Belmonte, 
for Costenza, a Spanish maiden. She 
has been captured by pirates and solid, 
with her servant, Blonda, to Pasha 
Selim. Belmonte follows Costanza, and 
with the help of his servant, Pedrillo, 
elopes with her from the harem. The 
plot furnishes the two pairs of lovers 
required by this type of comic opera— 
Belmonte and Costanza, Pedrillo and 
Blonda, who is loved by Osmin, the 
Pasha’s major-domo, Osmin, waking 
from fumes of the wine with which he 
has been plied by Pedrillo, recaptures 
the lovers. They are at first con- 
demned to death, but the heart of the 
Pasha is touched by their fidelity and 
their distress, and they are released 
and united. 

The English version employed last 
night is somewhat toned down from 
the original, and is colloquial and 
probably as good as could be expected 
from the nature of the scenario and 
the dialogue and the usually conven- 
tional forms of the original verse and 
music. Certain changes were made, as 
they are wherever the opera is given, 
for the sake of conciseness and dra- 
matic sequence, The big air of Cos- 
tanza in the second act was sung 
last night in the third, and the rondo 
from the Turkish sonata in a major 
was employed to accompany an inter- 
polated dance. There were fresh ideas 
in the mise en scene, imagination and 
gorgeous colors in the stage settings, 
which had the right note of the exotic, 
fantastic and decorative. Thus treated, 
the opera itself gave much pleasure. It 
was given a generally lively and intel- 
ligent performance. 

Spirit, a well-conceived ensemble, 
and high prevailing standards of Eng- 
lish. diction uickly in evidence, 
and these caged othe a were maintained 
through the evening. Some of the 
voices are of secondary quality and 
calibre, but the. voice of el 
Codd, when it is given the proper 
breath support, has a fresh and pleas- 
ing quality and flexibility. 

The leading member of the cast in 
int of artistic achievement, was Mr. 
ouston, the Osmin, who has a bass 
or bass-baritone of sonorous, manly 
quality, who uses his voice effectively 
and enters into a comedy part with 
gusto and without fondue exaggeration. 
All of the parts were thoughtfully 
studied and put together th the 
various eleménts of the ensemble. The 
voices in sum are: better than those of 
Many small European companies and 
not as good as those of leading Ameri- 
can opera companies. Concientious- 
ness, youthful enthusiasm and _ co- 
operation were strong factors in an in- 
terpretation that never lacked move- 
ment and coordination. Whether these 
qualities might not better have been 
expended on a score demanding less 
finished art of the singers and less 
finished style from the actors than the 
opera of Mozart would not have 
proved a vehicle .for young 
artists just finding themselves on the 
stage is another oes gag that may 
be partially answered from the stage 
when “Mme.- “Butterfly” is given this 
evening. As it was, the company gave 
@ performance often of decided: merit 
and always of promise, and one that 
pleased the audience. 

The g of the chorus was not 
the least notable feature of the eve- 
ning.

Arturo,Toscanini, the Italian opera 
conductor at the Metropolitan from 
1908 to 1915, and since then a visitor 
here with the Scala Orchestra in 1920, 
and for the last two seasons as guest 
conductor with the New York Phil- 
harmonic, is to return next year, no 
longer as guest, but as the Philhar- 
monic’s regular conductor for half its 
season. 

Clarence H. Mackay announced the 
outcome of negotiations at the an- 
nual meeting of. the orchestra’s board 
of directors yesterday, at the offices 
in Steinway Hall. Mr. Toscanini -wilil 
conduct forty or more- concerts, he 
said. The first half of the season will 
be in charge of Willem Mengelberg 
of the Concertgebouw Orchestra of 
Amsterdam, 

“There have been many difficul- 
ties,” Mr. Mackay told the directers, 
“but matters have at last been ad- 
justed so that this great master, at 
the very height of the development 
of his genius, will give to the New 
York public more than forty concerts 
during the coming season. 

“Mr. Toscanini will arrive in New 
York next January to conduct twen- 


three in the Brooklyn Academy. 
will also conduct two concerts eaen in 
Philadelphia,, Washington, Pittsburgh 
and Boston, one in Wheeling, W. Va.” 

Mr. Mackay said that Toscanini, 


owing. to..ill. health, had. been forced 
to cut short his visit during the pres- 
ent season and direct only a few con- 
certs, but the public’s response to 
him had been such that at each of 
his concerts in New York there were 
“two or three «times. the number of 
requests for tickets that could be taken 
care of. 

The Board of Trustees elected yes- 
terday for the Phitharmonic’s eighty- 
sixth year includes Messrs. Mackay, 
Marshall Field, Otto H. Kahn, Charles 
Triller and Frederic A. Juilliard. Mr. 
Juilliard, President. Nicholas Murray

ber. The orchestra’s personnel for next 
season will remain intact, except for 
one resignation and two changes 
through retirement on pension. 








DENISHAWNS IN PANTOMIME. 


Performance Inspired by Native 
Dances Seen in Orient. 


Ruth St. Denis, Ted Shawn, and 
their Denishawn dancers made their 
reappearance last night in Carnegie 
Hall before a large audience after an 
eighteen months’ tour through the 
Orient, prosenting a series of gorgeous 
pantomimes, miniature dramas and 
divertissements inspired by the native 
dances of Japan, China, India and 
Java. The musical accompaniment, 
with piano, violins, ’cello and flute, as 
well as gongs and other Oriental in- 
struments, reproduced closely the 
melodies and atmesphere of the coun- 
tries represented. The production is on 
a more elaborate scale than even 
metropolitan audiences have come to 
expect, -the properties, costumes and 
embroidered hangings being of excep- 
tional richness and beauty. Much of 
the effectiveness of the kaleidoscopic 
series of stage pictures was due, also, 
to the skillful and varied use of the 
lighting arrangements. 

The program opened with two num- 
bers of the traditional ballet type, the 
first being a Viennese dance medley in 
a setting representing a public park in 
Vienna, with music by Johann, Josef 
and Edward Strauss, and the second 
group of ‘‘musie visualizations,’’ with 
music by Liszt, Schubert and Sinding. 
These were followed by the Oriental 
pantomimes which made up the major 
part of the program. The pantomimes 
were adapted from the native dramas 
of China, Japan and India, the program 
notes explaining the main threads of 
the plot. In one of the Chinese pieces 
the property man, “who will be remem- 
bered by theatregoers here as a leading 
figure in “‘The Yellow Jacket,” again 
made his appearance, going about his 
business with the bored indifference 
that made the character in the Coburn 
production such an ingratiating per- 
sonality. Secure in the consciousness 
that he was supposed to be invisible to 
the audience, he trotted about the 
stage, garbed in rusty black, shifting 
properties and representing a willow 
tree, a river bank or whatever the ex- 
igencies of the story demanded. 

Clifford Vaughan, who adapted most 
of the musical accompaniments, was 
pianist-conductor. The dancers will 
appear again tonight in the same 
program, 


DEBUT BY MME. PFIFFER. 


Soprano of the Vienna Opera Gives 
a Successful Recital. 


Mme. Rena Pfiffer, soprano of the 
Vienna Opera, made her New York dé- 
but at Aeolian Hall last evening with 
much success. Mme. Pfiffer posseses 
a repertory of forty operas and has 
sung them all over Europe. Her voice 
is lyric, of pleasing timbre, not as flex- 
ible as a coloratura, but her instincts 
are highly dramatic and she sings in 
spirited manner. 

The artiste included in her program 
two such dissimilar pieces as Weber’s 
“Ocean, Thou Mighty Monster,”’ and 
the Queen’s aria from ‘‘Die Zauber- 
fléte.”” To the latter was given a 
somewhat conventional interpretation. 
The runs were slightly labored and the 
staccati were barely attained, but the 
underlying spirit roused the audience 
to expressions of enthusiasm. 

Mme. Pfiffer had all the armory of 
art and artifice at her command in a 
most interesting Mahler number, and 
in an even more curious and arresting 
“Zigeunerin’” by Hugo Wolf. She is 
an experienced artist, but her exces- 
sive rallentandos occasionally spoiled 
the rhythmical pulse of the song, as 
in Strauss’s “‘Standchen.’’ She had ex- 
cellent support from Colin McPhee at 
the piano.

It is a joy to watch the unfurling 
of this gentle, solemn picture, and. al- 
though one or two of its dramatic 
points are a little too obvious, the 
general trend is one of marked sin- 
cerity. This feature was produced 
under the supervision of Abel Gance, 
who about eight years ago made that 
stirring photodrama, “J’Accuse.”’

A magazine with a picture of 
this masterpiece falls into Arlette’s 
hands, and through the treachery of 
a weak-minded farmhand, Jean gains 
possession of the publication and 
forthwith suspects t Arlette has 
been communicating with his brother. 
Jean, mad with rage, attacks his wife, 
who eventually writes a note imploring 
Jacques to come to her aid. 

In the end tragedy stalks across the 
screen.

NEW SOUTH WALES 
MAKES RAILWAY PAY 


State System Earns Surplus of 
$10,000,000 in Twenty Years, 
Says Minister of Justice. 











W. J. McKell. Minister of Jyistice of 
the State of New South Wales, is in 
New York and commented yesterday 
on the effects of the $25,000,000 loan 
for the State which was floated in this 
market. 

“One of the encouraging effects of 
the successful flotation of this loan, 
he said, “is that there has resulted an 
exchange of information between New 
South Wales and America designed to 
acquaint American investors with the 
State and its publicly owned enter- 
prises as ‘going concerns’ wholly 
meriting American confidence.” 

This loan was for the purpose of pro- 
viding funds for productive public 
works within the State. It attracted 
much attention at the time because 
it was one of the first pieces of British 
Colonial financing done outside of the 
London market, on which the British 
Dominions had depended previously for 
funds. 

Mr. MocKell pointed out that the 
State’s largest investment is in its rail- 
roads, which have developed from a 
moderate beginning in 1855 to a self- 
supportng system of nearly 6,000 miles 
today. The railroads are operated for 
the benefit of the whole State, not 
with the idea of making large profits 
but to earn sufficient to pay all capi- 
tal and other charges, to provide 
revenue for proper maintenance and 
depreciation and to give the State an 
efficient transportation system. 

“The main factor in the marked suc- 
cess of the development of the rail- 
roads of New South Wales,” said the 
Minister of Justice, “is the fact that 
they are operated by a board of three 
commissioners, who are railroad men, 
recognized for their ability, and who 
are appointed. by act of Parliament 
and are, therefore, free from any con- 
trol of a political party. The roads 
have never been a direct charge on 
the taxpayers of the State, and after 
all charges they showed an earned 
surplus of more than $10,000,000 ac- 
cumulated during the last twenty 
years. 

“‘The management of the other public 
utilities, such as harbor improvements, 
tramway systems and water and sewer- 
age plants in various cities, is also 
entrusted to capable experts. Com- 
missioners in charge of these works 
are appointed by act of Parliament 
and hold office permanently. This

MOST OF IT IN-NEW YORK 





$265,000,000 Put ,Out by the 
“Treasury Was Readily 
Absorbed. 





A record turnover of $3,000,000,000 of 
Government funds for the country at 
large and close to $2,000,000,000 at the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York, 
which took place around March 15, is 
summarized in the April 1 review of 
the New York Federal Reserve Agent. 
The review says that the operations 
differed from the usual tax day trans- 
actions principally because of the huge 
volume and the resulting problem of 
avoiding disturbance to the money 
market. 


Treasury transactions for the coun- 
try as a whole included the redemp- 
tion of $660,000,000 of Treasury notes, 
the largest maturity in some years; 
the issuance of two new series of cer- 
tificates of indebtedness, $170,000,000 


at per cent. for six months and 
$314,000,000 at 3% per cent. for one 
year; the. issuance of $1,355,000,000 of 
Treasury 3% per cent. three to five 
year notes in exchange for second 
converted 4% per cent. Liberty Loan 
bonds, redeemed with interest to May 
15; the payment of $90,000,000 interest; 
the withdrawal of $192,000,000 of Gov- 
ernment deposits from depository 
and the collection of more 
than $500,000,000 of income taxes. 


No Effect on Market. 


The review says that certain of these 
large Treasury operations have no ef- 
fect on the money market beyond 
some churning about of funds. They 


do not involve any gain or loss to the 
money market. The exchange of the 
new 3% per cent. notes for second 
Liberty 4%s neither withdrew funds 
from the market nor put funds into 
it, and the same was the case with 
the issue of new certificates, since 
these are largely paid for by deposit 
credit to the account of the Govern- 
ment on the books of the subscribing 
banks. 

The Treasury operations which did 
exercise an important effect on the 
money market were the redemption of 
maturing notes, the payment of inter- 
est, the call of funds from depository 
banks and the collection of income 
taxes. 

The immediate effect of Treasury 
operations on March 15 was to pour 
into the money market about §$265,- 
000,000 of funds, because payments by 
the Treasury to redeem maturing notes 
and to pay interest were immediately 
available, whereas the actual collec- 
tion of income tax checks by the 
Treasury was spread over a number 
of days. The money market problem, 
in which the Federal Reserve Bank 
was concerned, was to prevent the 
huge gain in funds from upsetting the 
market. 

The extra funds put into the market 
by the Treasury were absorbed in the 
following ways: Member banks in 
New York City allowed their reserves 
to run below requirements for a few 
days prior to March 15, so that they 
came to that date with an accumulat- 
ed deficiency of $85,000,000; on March 
15 banks repaid to the Reserve Bank 
$63,000,000 of loans; $18,000,000 of 
Federal Reserve credit was retired 
through decreases in holdings of bills 
and Government securities under sales 
contract; the Reserve Bank made a 
temporary sale of $60,000,000 of Gov- 
ernment securities to several member 
banks, and maturities of $25,000,000 of 
securities from the system’s holdings 
were not replaced until the following 
week. 

By these means the greater part of 
the $265,000,000 of excess funds was 
withdrawn from the market, and 
consequently money conditions were 
maintained on a stable level during 
the week. :

LOANS ON STOCKS 
SHOW A DECREASE 


Federal Reserve Board Reports 
Increase in Deposits in New 
York City. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 4.—The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board’s condition state- 
ment of 674 reporting member banks 
in leading cities as of March 30 shows 
reductions for the week of $3,000,000 in 
loans and discounts, $32,000,000 in in- 
vestments, $57,000,000 in net demand de- 
posits and $13,000,000 in borrowings 
from the Federal Reserve banks. Mem- 
ber banks in New York City reported 
a decline of $2,000,000 in loans and dis- 
counts, $11,000,000 in investments and 
$22,000,000 in borrowings from the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank, and increases of 
$8,000,000 and $15,000,000 in net demand 
and time deposits, respectively. 

Loans on stocks and bonds, including 
United States Government obligations, 
were $11,000,000 below the previous 
week’s total, the principal changes in 
this item including reductions of $13,- 
000,000 and $9,000,000 in the Chicago 
and New York districts, respectively, 
and an increase of $9,000,000 in the 
Boston district. ‘‘All other’’ loans and 
discounts increased $8,000,000, the larger 
increase of $19,000,000 in the Cleveland 
district being partly offset by small re- 
ductions in some of the other districts. 
Loans to brokers and dealers, secured 
by stocks and bonds, made by report- 
ing member banks in New York City 
were $1,000,000 above the March 23 
total, loans for their own accounts hav- 
ing increased $60,000,000, while loans for 
out of town banks and for others de- 
clined $42,000,000 and $17,000,000, re- 
spectively. 

Holdings of United States Govern- 
ment securities were $40,000,000 below 





the total reported a week ago, the prin- 


cipal reductions including $25,000,000 in 
the Chicago district and $13,000,000 and 
$12,000,000 in the New York and Boston 
districts, respectively. Holdings of 
other bonds, stocks and securities in- 
creased $8,000,000, increases of $11,000,- 
000 in the Boston district and $6,000,000 
in the San Francisco district being 
partly offset by a reduction of $6,000,000 
in the Chicago district. 

Net demand deposits were $57,000,000 
lower than on March 23, declines of 
$48,000,000 being reported by member 
banks in the Chicago district, $6,000,000 
in the Philadelphia district and $6,000,- 
000 in the Dallas district, and an in- 
crease of $15,000,000 by reporting mem- 
ber banks in the Cleveland district. 
Time deposits increased $14,000,000 and 
$12,000,000 in the New York and San 
Francisco districts, respectively, and 
declined $23,000,000 in the Chicago dis- 
trict. 

Borrowings from the Federal Reserve 
banks were $13,000,000 less than the 
previous week’s total, reductions of 
$23 000,000 in the New York district and 
$14,000,000 in the San Francisco district. 
being largely offset by increases of 
$15,000,000 and $13,000,000 in the Boston 
and Chicago districts, respectively.

Retirement of United States Gov- 
ermment bonds will create an ap- 
parently irreplaceable loss to finan- 
cial markets, in the opinion of C. F. 
Childs & Co. Asserting that these 
securities are practically interest- 
bearing currency, a bulletin by the 
company raises the question of 
what is to be done when they dis- 
appear. At present they are used 
in all kinds of financial and com- 
mercial transactions. ; 

“By 1938 the sinking fund, to- 
gether with the prescribed foreign 
debt repayments from the nine na- 
tions that have already begun to 
remit the principal of their fund 
obligations to us, may total more 
than $1,000,000,000 for that year 
alone,” says the bulletin. “Both 
funds would be utilized to redeem 
United States Government obliga- 
tions and before that time the 
sinking fund alone would be big 
enough to retire annually entire 
issues then outstanding. At th 
present rate of retirement of our 
national debt, not one bond created 
by the World War may be left 
twenty-one years hénce.”

London Business Restricted —

LONDON, April 4.— The stock mar- 
kets opened the new twenty-one day 
account in a rather dispirited fashion. 
The news of the dispatch of more 
troops to China, coupled with the fact 
that the budget announcement in the 
House of Commons is only a week 
away, checked business in all of the 
markets. 

Chinese bonds were very flat and 
falls of 2 to 3 points were general. 
The oil group weakened on the news 
of a further reduction in the price of 
non-combine gasoline. The tendency 
of industrial and ‘mining shares was 
easier. Tobacco shares remained 
heavy, with falls of 6 pence to half a 
crown. De Beers dropped % and Rand 
Mines 1-32. 

The 5 per cent. war loan rose % to 
102. There were declines of % in the 
2% per cent. consols and the 4% per 
cent. coversion loan. Other Govern- 
ment securities were steady. 

Loanable credits were abundant in 
the money market. Discount quota- 
tions were unchanged. New York Ex- 
change was unaltered. 

The Chinese Legation here issued a 
statement with reference to the non- 
payment of coupons and drawn bonds 
on the German issue of the Chinese 
loan of 1896. It says that the Chinese 
Government provided funds for pay- 
ment in accordance with the terms of 
the loan agreement, and the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Banking Corpora- 
tion is charged with appropriating the 
funds in order to reimburse itself for 
advances it made on account of cou- 
pons and drawn bonds of the German 
issue due up to and including April 1, 
1918. 

This statement conflicts with that is- 
sued by the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank. The bank received the neces- 
sary money from the officiating In- 
spector General of Customs to make 
payment on the German issue, but it 
is understood that the Chinese Govern- 
ment imposed an embargo on the use 
of funds for this purpose. Therefore, 
it is held that the bank clearly is not 
responsible.

The profit-taking sales which halted 
the rise of French securities at the 
end of last week continued in some 
groups, but the operation now seems 
to be over and there is a tendency 
of some securities to rise again. The 
amount of business done was smaller 
than it was a week ago. 

French rentes were irregular and 
weaker, with the exception of the 5s 
of 1915-16, which closed at 73.25 and 
the 4s of 1917 and 1918 which closed 
at 60.95 and 60.55. The 3s dropped to

Another upswing in Italian lire, on 
top of last week’s rise, featured the 
foreign exchanges yesterday. Lire 
rose 7% points to 4.79% cents, highest 
since 1923, on heavy purchases by 
Italian importers who had liquidated 
their previous holdings around 4.50 at 
the outbreak of the Balkan afair, even 
though they had open accounts to 
settle, and have been forcing the price 
higher daily since the Albania dispute 
blew over. Another factor has been 
the heavy volume of dollar credits in 
Italy as a result of the numerous pri- 
vate loans recently arranged. 

Sterling managed to stay around its 
highest at $4.85. Exportation of capi- 
tal, in a small way, to reap the benefit 
of higher money abroad, this being 
stimulated on easy rates here, was 
ascribed as the chief reason for the 
strength. French francs were again 
firm at 3.9144 cents.. Norwegian kroner 
rallied 5 points to 26 cents, but other 
Scandinavian units, Swiss, German 
and Holland were firm.

IN SAVING GOODYBAR 


Swaine Testifies Seiberling’s 
Forces and Merchandise 
Creditors Did Much. 








INVESTMENT FIRMS HELPED 





Creditor Banks Sought Big Stock 
Compensation, but Were Blocked, 
Witness Asserts. 





Lawyers for the minority stockhold- 
ers of the Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
Company made a determined effort 
yesterday to show that Clarence Dil- 
lon and his firm, Dillon, Read & Co., 
were not entitled to all the credit for 


the Goodyear company in 1921. 

They cross-examined Robert T. 
Swair> of ‘the law firm of Cravath, 
Henderson and De Gersdorff, who 
acted. as special counsel for the Good- 
year company during its last days 
under Frank A. Seiberling as Presi- 
dent. It was Mr. Swaine’s third day 
as a witness in the $15,000,000 suit 
against Mr. Dillon, John Sherwin and 
their associates, testimony in which is 
being taken at the New York County 


Lawyers Association’s offices at 165 
Broadway. 


Many Working for Plan. 


Mr. Swaine’s testimony yesterday 
tended to show: 
1. That Mr. Dillon refused to com- 
mit himself legally to underwrite Good- 


year bond issues until 90 per cent. of 
the merchandise creditors had accepted 
stock in lieu of their claims, totaling 
many millions of dollars; that the 
creditors’ assent had been obtained by 
intense work of Seiberling officials, 
who even had used tire salesmen to 
“sell” this plan to the creditors; by 
“heroic efforts’ by Myron C. Taylor 
and F. C. Jenckes of the merchandise 
creditors’ committee, and by continu- 
ous work for many weeks by Mr. 
Swaine and the Cravath law firm. 
2. That after the bank creditors had 
failed to take all the $27,500,000 de- 
bentures required under the Dillon 
plan Mr. Taylor and Mr. Jenckes had 
taken $2,500,000 of the debentures 
themselves, although they were mer- 
chandise creditors and were under no 
obligation to take the bonds; that, 
moreover, the bank creditors’ com- 
mittee, made up. of Robert Schaffner, 
Ralph Van Vechten and John Sherwin, 
had asked the old Goodyear directors 
for 50,000 shares of stock as ‘‘compen- 
sation’—a demand which had been 
quickly withdrawn after a heated pro- 
test from Mr. Seiberling. 

3. That finally, after Mr. Dillon's 
conditions had been met and the re- 
organization effected on May 13, 1921, 
Dillon, Read & Co. had underwritten

and December, 1920. By his question- 
ing of Mr. Swaine Mr. Thompson tried 
to paint contrasting pictures of the 
merchandise creditors and the bank 
creditors. He drew from the witness 
an admission that the merchandise

creditors, on other hand, had 
failed to take the complete quota of 
debentures, yet its committee had de- 
manded 50,000 shares of common stock 
as compensation: 

How Mr. Seiberling felt about their 
demand was shown in a letter to Mr.

Cravath felt precisely as did Mr. Seib- 
erling concerning the committee’s de- 
mand. ‘We resisted to the best of our 
ability, and it never was paid,” he 
said. - 

“Mr. Sherwin has just called on the 
telephone,’’ wrote Mr. Seiberling in a 
hurried postscript to a later letter, 
“requesting that I forget’ the whole 
conversation. I am willing.’”’ There 
the matter dropped. 


Bills for Services. 


In the latter letter Mr. Seibexing 
told Mr. Swaine, that Goldman, Sachs 
& Co. had sent a bill for $180,000 for 
temporary financial aid and that the 


law firm of Sullivan & Cromwell had 
sent a bill for $125,000 accompanying 
it. In addition to this, Mr. Swaine tes- 
tified, Goldman-Sachs had asked for 
preferential treatment if it took any 
part in the refinancing. This demand 
came as early as February, when it 
had become evident that Dillon, Read 
& Co. intended going on with the 
financing. 

In view of the prior opinion from 
Goldman-Sachs that the situation was 
hopeless and the advice that Good- 
year should go into receivership, this 
request for a preferential position was 
= by Mr. Seiberling and Mr. Cra- 
vath, 

Mr. Swaine said he had repeatedly 
urged Mr. Dillon to retain Mr. Seiber- 
ling on the new Board of Directors, 
but that his efforts had been in vain. 
The creditors and bank creditors would 
not hear of it, he said. 

Mr. Swaine was indignant in deny- 
ing that Mr. Dillon and Joseph P. Cot- 
ton, his chief legal adviser, had been 
“running Goodyear” in the period just 
before May 13, 1921, when the reorgan- 
ization was effected. Throughout the 
negotiations, Mr. Swaine asserted, he 
had fought for the interests of Good- 
year and had treated with Dillon, Read 
& Co. only ‘‘at arm’s length.” 

Mr. Swaine said that in one effort 
to obtain management for the Good- 
year Company before the Dillon ré- 
gime came in, the Presidency had been 
offered to ‘‘one very important man in 
the industrial world’ at a salary of 
$250,000 a year. Who the man was Mr. 
Swaine declined to tell. ‘‘He did not 
take the job, anyway,”’ he explained. 
; The hearings will continue this morn- 
ng. 





Wheel Merger Details Expected. 

The plans for the merger of the 
Hayes Wheel Company and the Kelsey 
Wheel Company have progressed so 
far that an announcement of the terms 
may be expected at any time, accord- 
ing to information received in Wall 
Street from Detroit yesterday.

Domestic arid Foreign Business De- 
clines in First Quarter. 

‘There was a sharp decline in orders 

for locomotives for both domestic and 
foreign use in the three months ended 
on April 2, as compared with the same 
period a year ago, Railway Age re- 
ports. There were 181 locomotives. or- 
dered by domestic roads and 15 for 
export in the first’ quarter this year, 
es compared with 480 and 18 respec- 
tively a year ago. 

Statistics show that in the period 
the Baldwin Locomotive Works 
booked 22 locomotives; American Lo- 
comotive, 114, and Lima Locomotive, 
87, while the Southern Pacific Rail- 
way was constructing 8 locomotives 
in its own shops. 

Locomotives on order on March 1 
were estimated at 276, against 441 at 
the same time a year ago, while dur- 
ing the first two months of this year 
305 locomotives were installed by do- 
mestic railroads, or 61 less than in 
the same months of 1926. Manufac- 
turers expect a revival of buying as 
the Spring advances. It is believed 
that sident Vauclain’s statement 
that Baldwin’s operations had been 
increased from 40 to 50 per cent. in 
the last few weeks was based on the 
amount of orders carried over from 
1926. 

In the three months ended on April 
2, 26,634 freight cars were ordered by 
domestic roads and 125 for export, 
against 31,656 and 172 respectively a 
year ago.

Boll Weevil Report, cimited to 
Louisiana, Has but Little 
Influence, 








WEATHER MORE FAVORABLE 





Estimate of Sale of Fertilizer Tags 
in Seven States a Market 
Factor, 





Interest in cotton circles was centred 
in the official boll weevil report re- 
leased by the department yesterday. 
As actual figures were limited to the 
State of Louisiana without com- 
parisons for other sections, the show- 
ing had little influence on the course 
of prices, which continued within a 
narrow range and ended at a loss of 
4 to 6 points on the day. A decided im- 
provement in weather conditions devel- 
oped over Sunday with higher tempera- 
tures and virtually no rainfall in 
cotton States. Predictions, however, 
were for cooler weather in the west 
belt with scattered showers for today. 

The weevil report showed that. only 
15.7 per ton of moss went into hiberna- 
tion as the average for the State of 
Louisiana last Fall compared with 43 
the previous year. The number of 
insects emerging this Spring, however, 
was larger in percentage to the num- 
ber going into Winter quarters than 
was the case a year ago. Owing to the 
mild Winter, the Mississippi Valley 
region may expect a somewhat heavier 
initial infestation than last year, de- 


somewhat heavier infestation is also 
forecasted for Texas, particularly 
central portions of the State. The 
extent of insect damage this season is 
described as dependent largely upon 
weather conditions during the growing 
months. 

A prominent Alabama spot firm esti- 
mates the sale of fertilizer tags for the 
seven States east of the river at 2,452,- 
000 tons to April 1, or a reduction of 
about 25 per cent. from last season. 
Sales to the corresponding date last 
year were estimated at 3,211,000 tons 
and 2,989,000 two years ago. The re- 
duction in acreage was placed at 12 to 
12% per cent. Crop preparations during 
March were delayed in some sections 
with good progress in others but con- 
ditions point to a late start.

Dun’s index number of average 
commodity prices on April 1, as pub- 
lished yesterday, shows decline of 
one-tenth of 1 per cent. during the 
month of March. The average decline 
for the full first quarter of 1927 was 
24% per cent. As compared with a 
year ago, the price average is 3% per 
cent. lower; it is 14% per cent. above 
the low level reached in July, 1921, 
and 30% per cent. below the high 
point reached in May, 1920. As com- 
pared with the price of Aug. 1, 1914, 
the figures show an average advance 
of 51% per cent. 

Four of the seven groups of products 
classified by Dun declined in price 
during March, three advanced.

ALBANY, April 4.—Gevernor Smith 
today received from Edward Hatch Jr. 
of New York City, who has waged 
many successful fights against the pol- 
lution of streams, a telegram urging 
him to veto the Downing bill, which 
would permit the State to cede part of 
Wards Island to New York City for 
the establishment of a huge sewage 
disposal plant. 

At a recent hearing on the bill before 
the Governor, representatives of the 
State Hospital on Wards Island pro- 
tested against the measure, 

In his telegram Mr. Hatch contended 
that approval might open the way for 
the .establishment of other disposal 
plants in and near New York City. The 
message said: 

“Your approval of the Wards Island 
disposal plant bill will establish a 
precedent for the installation of simi- 
lar disposal plants about this city at 
enormous expense. 

“The collection and concentration of 
such putresceht material is a nuisance 
in itself and the retention, handling 
and treatment and retreatment, and 
the uncertainty of the process con- 
demn the method. Other cities using 
similar processes do not claim success, 
but they have no other alternative. But 
Greater New York has the Atlantic 


Ocean as an ideal, logical and com- 
plete disposal agency. 

“In these days of tubes and tunnels, 
the sewage and garbage can be piped 
beneath the sea botton to a point be- 
yond the tidal return into the Hudson 
Gorge. I ask ycu to disapprove this 
costly and experimental ng.” 

While Governor Smith has given no 
indication as to what action he will 
take, it would not be a surprise here if 
he should veto the Downing bill. 

Among thirty-six bills approved by 
the Governor was one appropriating 
$1,000,000 as the first of the State’s 
five annual instalments toward the 
construction of the Fort. Washington- 
Fort Lee Bridge between New York 
and New Jersey, Each State has agreed 
to appropriate $5,000,000 for this proj-

W. L. Schuman of: Florida Avers He 
Was Told Tract Was Worthless 
—2 Companies Defendants.

ARDMORE, Okla., April 4—John 
Ringling, circus proprietor, oil devel- 
oper and one of the chief owners of 
the new Madison Square Garden in 
New York, together with the Sarasota 
Oil Company and the Rockland Oil 
Company, was made defendant in a 
suit for $2,500,000 in the State District 
Court here today. The action was filed 
by W. I. Schuman of Miami and Long 
Beach, Fla., an ofl developer, who was 
an Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury under President Wiison. 

Schuman charges that through mis- 
representation he was induced to sign 
a deed to a tract of land in the Heaild- 
ton (Okla.) oil pool district, which has 
since produced upward of $10,000,000 
in oil. Schuman alleges that he en- 
tered into partnership with Ringling 
and two other men, whose names were 
not given, in 1912, a few months be- 
fore the opening of the pool, for the 
purchasing of land. 

He avers that associates of Ringling 
advised him that the.quarter section 
they purchased was not regarded as 
having oil possibilities and that after 
the opening of the pool he was urged 
to sell on the ground that the land was 
almost worthless. He sold his interest 
to J. Sylvester Mulfen, a former Ard- 
more banker and then a cattle and 
land broker, 

* Later, he alleged, the name on the 
deed was changed to J. O. Mullen. 
After the sale had been completed the 
deed was transferred to the Sarasota 
Oil Company, its officers and stock- 
holders being Ringling and members of 
his family. This company later leased 
the land to the Rockland Oil Com- 
pany, which started development of 
the lease. 

Ringling, in addition to his circus 
interests was associated with Jake L.

WEYLER AND AGUILERA 
TO BE SENTENCED 


But Aged — War Chief May 
Be Pardoned for Share 
in Plot.

MADRID, April 4.—Sentence on Gen- 
erals Weyler and Aguilera with thirty 
other military and civil conspirators 
against the Government is expected 
before the middle of the month. The 
penalty asked for Weyler is six years’ 
imprisonment and for Aguilera eight 
years with loss of rank. 

Weyler at 90 years is dean of the 
Spanish Generals and the only Captain 
General in active service, holding that 
honor since the end of the Spanish- 
American War. He also holds the 
decoration of the Toison de Oro, being 
among four persons in Spain outside 
the royal family so honored. He must 
be judged as a rebel for an attack on 
the Government under Primo de Rivero 
and Minister General Anido. 

It is expected that sentence will be 
pronounced in accordance with the pe- 
tition of the Attorney General. Wey- 
ler, however, may be pardoned in view 
of his merits. In that event the par- 
don will be the first political favor 
accorded him, all his other honors 
having been gained for distinguished 
service, foreign and domestic. Agui- 
lera and others are likely to pay the 
penalty decided upon.

Bethlen and Mussolini Agree on 
Friendship Compact—Port Is- 
sue Yet to Be Settled.

By Wireless to THe New York Times, 
ROME, April 4.—Count Bethlen, the 
Hungarian Premier, accompanied by 
his wife, who is a distinguished novel- 
ist, arrived in Rome this morning and 
was met at the station by the Under 


Secretary for Foreign Affairs, Dino 
Grandi. Soon afterward, Count Beth- 
len was received by Premier Mussolini 
with whom he remained in conference 
for an hour and a half. 

As a result of this preliminary meet- 
ing, it was decided to sign tomorrow 
the treaty of friendship, conciliation 
and arbitration between Italy and 
Hungary, 

As for the question of giving Hun- 
gary an outlet to the sea at Fiume, it 
was Officially stated that the two 
Premiers, though substantially in 
agreement on all of the main points, 
would require more meetings in order 
to settle a few remaining technical 
questions. It is expected, however, 
that the convention will be signed 
within a few days.

More extensive biddimg for “‘bal- 
ances’ brought sales on the third day 
of the rug auction being conducted by 
the Alexander Smith & Sons Carpet 


Company close to the million-dollar 
mark. The turnover was 15,163 bales, 
which sold for $971,264. On the third 
day of the Octoher auction the sales 
were 14,100 bales, which netted $955.- 
000. The goods offered yesterday were 
Ardsley, Potomac and Smith axmin- 
sters, Meadowbrook worsteds and sev- 
eral grades of gs. 

It is estimated that one-third of the 
rugs to be auctioned have now been 
disposed of. The grand total for. the 
sale thus far is $2,396,264, or about $42,- 
00@ less than the total for the same 
period at the previous auction. 

The attendance yesterday showed a 
gain over the preceding sessions, owing 
to the arrival of many buyers for the 
opening of the Fall floor-covering sea- 
son at wholesale. A large volume of 
single bale purchases was again evi- 
dent, but the operations of leading 
wholesalers indicated that large-scale 
purchasing of balances is now hitting 
its stride. The Renard Linoleum and 
| Rug. Company, together with Marshall 

Field & Co. and Carson, Pirie, Scott & 
Co., were active bidders for balances. 

Axminsters again formed the largest 
single group of rugs put up, and the 
prices obtained for them showed a 
slightly greater degree of firmness. 
Exceptions were patterns regarded as 
poor by buyers. The bidding on the 
axminsters ran this way:

Court Dismisses Suit — — 
and Klein to Recover 
$5,000,000 Holdings. _ 








CITES ENEMY TRADING ACT 





Allen Property Custodians and 
Buyer of Concern Named tn 
Action—Appeat ts Considered. 





The United States Cireuit Court of 
Appeals upheld yesterday the sale of 
the assets of the Bosch Magneto Com- 
pany under the Alien Property act, in 
an opinion dismissing the suit of Otto 
Heins and Albert R. Kiein, Germans, 
and former owners of stock and assets 
of the company. Heins and Klein had 
endeavored tq recover their former 
holdings, sold for $5,000,000 by the 
Alien Property Custodian. 

The Court’s opinion sets forth that 

“clearly tithe ot the seized property 
was vested in the United States under 
the Trading With the Enemy act,’’ and 
that “any suit to redress the alleged 
wrongful disposition of the seized 
property must be brought by the 
United States, any claim to property 
seized or its proceeds being made in 
accordance with the provisions of that 
act.”’ 
The opinion was written by Judge 
Julian W. Mack and concurred in by 
Judges Martin T. Manton and Charles 
M. Hough. The suit was against A. 
Mitchell Palmer, Alien Property Cus- 
todian at the time of the seizure; 
Francis P. Garvin, Managing Director 
under Palmer; Martin E. Kern, pur- 
chaser of the property from the Alien 
Property Custodian, and the American 
Bosch Magneto Company, which Kern 
organized to continue the business. 

One of the allegations in the suit 
was that Palmer coerced Heins into 
signing a statement to the effect that 
enemy aliens owned the property, by 
threatening Heins with indictment. 
The seizure, it was alleged, was based 
on Heins’s statement. 

The claimants were represented by 
Harvey T. Andrews and Hiram C. 
Todd. At their offices it was said no 
decision regarding a further appeal 
had been reached. 

“J am not so sure that the case can 
be appealed,’’ said Elihu Root Jr., of 
counsel for the defense. ‘‘They may 
ask for a writ of certiorari. The de- 
cision was in accordance with a sec- 
tion of the Treaty of Versailles which 
was designed to obviate prolonged dis- 


putes in such matters as the Bosch 
case.”’ 


FESS SAYS DEMOCRATS 
WILL NOMINATE SMITH 


But Coelidge Will Be Re-Elected, 
the Ohio Senator Tells Re- 


publican Women.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, April 4.—Sena- 
tor Fess, in an address to Republican 
women of Hamilton County today, de- 
clared that President Coolidge would 
be re-elected, and that Governor 
Smith of New York would be the 
Democratic nominee for President. 

“In National politics every symptom 
points to but one thing, the renomi- 
nation and re-election of President 
Coolidge”’ Senator Fess said. “That 
is, essuming that the present pros- 
perity continues. It’s anybody's fight 
if there should be depression, but 
there is not a symptom that points to 
any depression. We are producing 
within the limits of consumption. That 
power of consumption is maintained 
by the present high level of wages. 
This high level of prosperity is the 
direct outcome of the Coolidge policies 
of economy and insistence on effi- 
clency in Government which make 
possible tax reductions. 

“There is a good deal of talk in the 
East of the Democratic ticket being 
Smith and Ritchie. This will be im- 
possible and contrary to the logic of 
the situation. Governor Ritchie of 
Maryland will be a candidate for 
President. He is very popular with the 
wets, but Smith will be nominated. 

“Ritchie will not be considered for 
Vice President. It would be illogical, 
as it appears the Democrats will not 
come out altogether on a wet platform, 
but will try to appeal to both the wets 
and drys by nominating Governor Don- 
ahey of Ohio for Vice President. 
Ritchie could not be considered for 
Vice President with Smith, as both are 
wets, both are Catholics, and both are 
from the East, whereas Donahey is the 
logical man for Vice President on the 
Democratic ticket, being dry, a Protes- 
tant, and from an portant pivota! 
central State. 

‘“‘The Government has full contro! of 
the foreign situation. The President's 
position is to extend protection to 
American lives and property in the 
danger zones, whether they be in 
China or to the south of us. His 
policy will not be aggressive, but effec- 
tive without any danger of war. In 
fact, I am confident that I can assure 
the American people that the United 
States will not become involved in any 
war.”’

Inherit Estate of 
Late Naval Architect. 

Mrs. Alice M. Beavor-Webb of White 
Plains, widow of John Beavor-Webb, 
naval architect, is cut off without an 
explanation under the will of her hus- 
band filed in the Surrogates’ Court 
yesterday. They had been separated 
for several years. Three children in- 
herit the estate, the value of which 
was not made known. Mr. Beavor- 
Webb died on March 11. His will was 
made Jan. 29, 1916.

‘more than $10,000." Under the law 
Mrs. Beavor-Webb will inherit a life 
interest in one-third of the rea] estate 
unless her dower rights have been 
waived.

URGES ADDING LANES 
ON QUEENSBORO BRIDGE 


Fifth Avenue Association Also 
Wants More Approaches as 
Proposed by Goldman. 





Adoption by the Board of Estimate 
of the plan of Albert Goldman, Com- 
missioner of Plant and Structures, for 
increasing the capacity of Queensboro 
Bridge by constructing three addi- 
tional traffic lanes and increasing the 
number of approaches and exits was 
urged yesterday by the Fifth Avenue 
Association in a letter to the boara 
from its Traffic and Transit Com- 
mittee. 

Captain William J. Patrick, Vice 
President and general manager of the 
association, said that the bridge, the 
only vehicular traffic cw-nection be- 
tween Manhattan and Queens had be- 
come inadequate because of the rapia 
growth of Queens. 

“The many plans for bridge reliet 
heretofore submitted have not been 
sufficiently comprehensive in scope to 
warrant the expenditure of any mate- 
rial sum of money,” he added, “‘but 
the plan of the Commissioner of Plant 
and Structures will be a permanent 
and adequate improvement, since it 
will increase the present capacity ot 
the bridg: by three lanes at a cost ot 
approximately $4,000,000, which is a 
considerably lower figure than that 
which would be needed for providing 
simil# relief by the construction of 
new bridges or tunnels. 

“It is important that the providing 
of this relief should not be held up 
awaiting the conclusion of academic 
discussions of the feasibility of va- 
rious plans for tunnels and tri-borough 
bridges, since now bridges or tunnels 
probably cannot be made ready for 
use within five years after a decision 
has been reached on the question of 
location, financing, &c.’’

GRADE-CROSSING HEARINGS 





To Be Held at Yonkers and White 
Plains April 20—Tax Commission 
Also Plans Hearings.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., April 4.—A 
special Committee on Water Supply 
of the Board of Supervisors was ap- 
pointed today by Charles D. Millard, 
Chairman of the Board, with a view to 
protecting the interests of Westchester 
County and its municipalities so that 
negotiations with the City of New 
York for the purchase of water from 
the Croton Aqueduct may be entered 
into. 

Frederick P. Close, Chairman of the 
committee, said the City of New York 
plans to take up all the available 
watershed in Westchester, Putnam and 
Duchess Counties, extending its hold- 
ings eventually to Lake George, and 
that unless Westchester County took 
steps to watch its rights, the county 
would be at the mercy of New York 
City for water. 

Conferences with municipalities in 
the county and with the City of New 
York, the study of legislation affecting 
the water supply problem and negotia- 
tions with a view to enabling West- 
chester municipalities ‘to purchase 
water from the city, at a rate less 
than that charged for faucet delivery 
in the city, will be undertaken by the 
committee. 

Others members of the committee are 
E. P. Barrett of Bedford, James Berg 
of Mount Vernon, Benjamin I. Taylor 
of Harrison and George Smyth of 
Yonkers. 

Notice was given today of hearings 
on the elimination of grade crossings 
to be held by the Public Service Com- 
mission. The first, on the Farragut 
Avenue crossing in Hastings on the 
Hudson, will be held at Yonkers April 
19, while two hearings will be held at 
the court house in this city on April 
20, on crossings in Elmsford and at 
Bedford Hills. 

The State Tax Commission also will 
hold a conference on April 20 with 
officials of Yonkers, New Rochelle and 
Ossining, as well as other municipali- 


ties -whicn have appeals from the 
equalization tables of the country 
pending. 

The Yonkers Chamber of Commerce, 
in a letter to the board, asked for some 
action toward obtaining for the city a 
Riverside Drive, which has been esti- 
mated would cost about $3,000,000 for 
the acquisition of land.

BRONX SNIPER WOUNDS 
TWO GIRLS IN STREET 


Shootings, Fifteen Minutes Apart, 
Are Near 173d Street and 
Webster Avenzue. 





Within fifteen minutes yesterday af- 
ternoon two girls were shot by a hia- 
den sniper in the vicinity of 173d Street 
and Webster Avenue, the Bronx. 

The first one, a 14-year-old school- 
girl, was shot in the right breast as 


she waited for a street car at 5:30 P. 
M. The second, a girl of 12 years, was 
shot in the thigh fifteen minutes later 
as she was walking with an elder sis- 
ter and an aunt. 

Policemen of the Tremont Avenue 
Station scoured the neighborhood last 
night in an effort to find the person, 
who, they believe, is firing at random 
with a 22-calibre rifle or pistol. 

The first report of the shootings 
came from the Fordham Hospital when 
Rose Peloso, 12 years old, of 1,584 
Weeks Avenue, the Bronx, was brought 
there by Dr. Casey, who answered an 
ambulance call to the girl’s home. The 
girl had been shot in the left thigh. 
It was learned that she was walking 
with her sister Catherine and her aunt, 
Mrs. Anita Fabrizio of 2,728 Marion 
Avenue, the Bronx, and when the three 
were at Webster Avenue, near 173d 
Street, she felt a pain in her side. 
When they reached home it was found 
that the little girl’s dress was blood- 
stained, and further examination 
showed that she had been shot. 

The other girl wounded by the un- 
seen sniper was Vivian Taylor, 14 
years old, of 457 East 187th Street, 
the Bronx. She was at the entrance 
of the school annex at 173d and Weeks 
Avenue, waiting for a car to take her 
home when she felt a sudden pain 
in her right chest.

Belitties Farm Disaffection—Confers 
With Leaders .Here on 
State Situation. 





Renomination of President Coolidge 
without opposition was predicted yes- 
terday by Representative Bertrand H. 
Snell of Potsdam, N. Y., Chairman of 
the House Rules Committce and friend 
and college mate of the President. 
Mr. Snell,..who stopped here on his 
way to Washington to see the Presi- 
dent, had a luncheon conference at the 
Union League Club with. Charles D. 
Hilles, Vice Chairman of the Repub- 
lican_ National Committee; State 
Chairman George K. Morris and for- 
mer. United States Sénator William M. 
Calder. The situation in New: York 
State, with a view to the Presidential 
campaign next year and the Assembly 
campaign this year, was discussed. 
All Republican plans in this State are 
being based on the expectation that 
Governor Smith will:be the Democratic 
nominee for President. 

“From the present outlook, President 
Coolidge will be the only candidate 
considered by the Republican National 
Convention next year,"”” Mr. Snell said. 
‘The President is in good health. 1 
have never seen him in better health. 
“Business is good and business men 
everywhere, North: and South, wish the 
present prosperity to continue. The 
Coolidge policies have been tested and 
proved to be wise and dependable. 
President Coolidge and Secretary of 
the. Treasury. Mellon: have run the 
country with a high degree of effici- 
ency and at the same..time have re- 
duced Federal taxation. What more 
could be asked? The latest advices 
from ‘Washington indicate that the 
surplus for the er fiscal year will be 
about $500,000

Mr, Snell was asked if there was not 
considerable disaffection toward Presi- 


dent Coolidge in the States of the 
“‘corn belt’? because of his veto of the 
+ be ag ig agricultural relief 
ill. 

*“‘Whatever soreness there is there is 
due largely to a bankers’ panic,’’ he re- 
plied. ‘It is not so much among the 
farmers as it is among the bankers 
and money lenders who have invest- 
ments in farm lands which they would 
like to get out of without loss. This is 
not saying, however, that the condi- 
tions of agriculture in these States are 
entirely satisfactory. 

‘It should be borne in mind that from 
60 to 80 per cent. of the corn produced 
never leaves the farm. If fed to hogs 
and cattle, which can be marketed at 
good prices, as at present, there is no 
problem. 

“Very few farmers blame the Presi- 
dent for his veto of the McNary-Hau- 
gen bill. He gave good reason for his 
action and pointed out the defects of 
the measure, These defects are gener- 
ally admitted, even in the corn belt.’’ 
Mr. Snell praised the record of. the 
Republican majority in the last legis- 
lative session, and declared that the 
Republican leaders were constantly 
trying to save in the expenditures of 
the State, while Governor Smith ad- 
vocated liberal spending. « 

“It will be up to the Governor next 
year, when he advocates more expen- 
ditures, to tell just what he wants in 
the way of new taxes and be respon- 
sible for them,’’ Mr. Snell added. 


Discusses Senate Race Here. 


Mr. Snell,, who. has been mentioned 
as a possible candidate for United 
States Senator, would not discuss this 
phase directly, but it is understood 
that he is satisfied with his, present 
position as Chairman of the House 
Rules Committee and intends to be a 
candidate for re-election, 

“The Republicans will elect a United 
States Senator in New York next 
year,” he said. ‘‘They are more in- 
terested in electing. a Senator than in 
any individual candidate. They regard 
the need and the cause as more im- 
portant than the ambitions of any in- 
dividual. They will select as a candi- 
date the man who best fits in the pic- 
ture.”’ 

Asked about prohibition, Mr. Snell 
expressed belief that the Republican 
Presidential candidate would be a dry. 
‘He will stand for upholding the Con- 
stitutional amendment, and the Vol- 
‘stead law,” lie ‘said; “‘and he will state 
his views so that every. one can under- 
stand them...

ATTACKS SMITH BUDGET. 


Republican Committee Renews the 
Charge of Extravagance. 
Another attack on Governor Smith 
for alleged extravagance in State ex- 
penditures was made in a statement 
issued yesterday by the Republican 

State Committee. 

‘“‘When you pay your State income 
tax on April 15 you will not find the 
customary 25 per cent. rebate at- 
tached to the income tax statement,” 
the statement read. ‘‘This means that 
the entire wartime rate of 1 per cent. 
is to be levied this Spring as a monu- 
ment to an era of increasing costs of 
State Government without precedent 
in our history.” 

The statement asserted that the 
State budget had increased steadily 
from $94,000,000 in 1919, Governor 
Smith’s first year of office, to $215,- 
000,000 for the coming fiscal year, and 
continued: 

“So long as these extraordinary 
State expenses stayed within rapidly 
mounting current income no fresh 
source of revenue by taxation had to 
be established and the mounting cost 
of government made little or no im- 
pression. This year, however, the 
Governor’s commitments threatened to 
overreach the State income and he 
was compelled secretly to advise a 
2-cent gasoline tax as a means of 
piling up fresh reserves and to re- 
pudiate his promise of January again 
to rebate 25 per cent. of the State in- 
come tax. That is why there will be 
no 25 per cent. reduction in the State 
income tax this year.” 


LOWDEN ‘CONSENTS’ 
TO SEEK PRESIDENCY 


With His Approval His lowa 
Repablican Backers Start to 
Organize the Middle West. 








DES MOINES, Iowa, April 4(7).— 
Plans were formed today to bring out 
former Governor Frank O. Lowdén of 
Illinois as a Republican Presidential 
candidate in 1928. With Iowa as a 


starting point Republican backers of 
Mr. Lowden intend to develop a boom 
for him in eleven Middle West States. 

Conferences between Frank J. Lund, 
former Campaign Manager of Senator 
Smith W. ‘Brookhart, and A. C. Gustaf- 
son, Chief Clerk of the Iowa House 
of Representatives, brought the an- 
nouncement that the first work would 
be confined to Iowa’s eleven Congres- 
sional districts. Following their or- 
ganization it will be carried to other 
agricultural States. 

At a conference in Chicago yesterday 
Mr. Lowden stated that he would con- 
sider seeking the nomination, provided 
a sufficient number of agricultural 
States in the Middle West demanded it. 
His statement. was the result of a visit 
from an unofficial Iowa legislative 
committee headed by Mr. Gustafson. 

The former Governor expressed a 
desire to remain in private life, but 
told his visitors that should a move- 
ment requesting his candidacy spread 
to a sufficient number of States he 
would give the request serious consid- 
eration.
